AFGHANISTAN. 
THE ADVANCING COLUMNS. 

Simia, Sept. 13.—Gen. Roberts has tele 
graphed for four additional regiments. The 
military authorities have decided to increase 
both the Kurum and the Kyber columns to 13 
000 men each. It has been decided that there 
is no possibility of a sudden dash on Cabul, but 
it is believed there will be an early collision be- 
tween the outposts. Disquiet among the bor- 
der tribes is increasing.

APPROVED.

CHINA AS GERMAN T' ALLY. 

Aremarkable artiele has appeared in the 
Deutsche Heeres Zeitung, a Berlin military jour- 
dal of high standing, entitled. Cbina tne Nat- 
ral Ally of Germany.“ The article seems to 
have been suggested by the possibility of a war 
breaking out between Germany and Russia, in 
whicn case China would be of great assistance 

to the former. The military journe! says: 
“The words we have chosen as the heading 
of our article sound somewhat fenciful, it is 
irue, but we undertake to show that they ex- 
Dress an idea perfectly reasonable, and 
which is justified dy existing circum- 
Stances. The alliance of two States having 
common interests is a matter of course, and be- 
comes firmer and more durable, the more evi- 
dent it is that the advantege of the one will not 
be attended with disadvantage to the other. 
Applying, then, this proposition to Germany 
and China, it is not possible to imagine a case in 
which the interest of those Powers could clash; 
or, indeed, except in the case of a war of 
either with Russis, ming connected. While, 
however, such a war would present serious dif- 
ficulties to either, if carrigd on single-handed, — 
Germany at any rate cou spare only a portion 
of ber forces for it,—united action would great- 
% diminish the d r, and an alliance must 
theréfore be rautually adyantageous. In conse- 
Spence of the enormous distances separating us 
the Chinese Empire, we are little conversant 
With ite modern circumstanves, and the advantage 
of an alliance with it may, therefore, be 
easily The China of to-day is 
ne longer the country which nineteen years ago, 
in spite of her 000 inbabitants, succumb- 
ed toa n army of but 25,000men. At 
pd men Dane gee firmly in a spirit of haughty 
sel to the customs and principles of 
antiquity, it resolutely closed its gates to the 
culture and influence of the West. Now, how- 
ever, instructed by its disastrous wars against 
the English and French, it is striving, with all 
the natural gifte and geal petuliar to the Mon- 
golian race, to make up for lost time, and even 
to become the peer of the States of Europe. 
Tue progress made by China in this path, par- 
ticularly during We last ten years, is such as to 
excite our astonishment, and to make it doubt- 
fal which side would be victorious, even in a 

war confined to that country aud Russia. 
Herres Zeitung then goes into a lengthy 
consideration of the military and naval strength 
of China, prod uemg m interesting figures 
— China's strength as pitted Russia, 
1 Slow! 
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The ultimate possession of this important terri- 
tory pill, therefore, no doubt have to be decided 
by 4 And now our meaning willi be 
understood when we maintain that China may 
be regarded as the natural ally of Germany. 
The longer the time is delaved for China to reap 
an advantage from German and Russian en- 
tangiements the nearer she will reach the com- 
tetion of the remodeling and reorganization of 
er forces on the modern system, and, conse- 
quently, with so much gréater epergy and pros- 
pect of success will she be able to take the held 
and the more effective will be her co-operation 
with Germany. Ali the cireamstances we have 
nawed being clearly appreciated, the idea ex- 
pressed in the words at the opening of our 
article will no longer appear extrav t, but, 
on the other hand, essentially practical. 
‘TRISH REVOLUTIONARY OBIES. 

Mr. Parnell, M. P., delivered at Limerick, on 
the 30th of August, a vielent speech, which is 
much eanvassed in Dublin. He was interrupted 
frequently by revolutionary cries and cheers 
from the Fenians. With reference to the land- 
lords the suggestion was made to give them ap 
ounce of lead, and there were cries tor physical 
force.

Many, I bope the majori- 
ty of them, are as good as they could be ex- 
pected to be, but just where the greatest need 
exists the greatest difficulty will begound in ob- 
taining a reduction. The-tenants have to face 
these difliculties, and I think the sooner the 
State steps in with some pian to put an eod to 
the difficulties the better it will be both for the 
landlord and for the State. If the tarmerscom- 
bined; if they stood together and kept a tirm 
grip of their homesteads, paying no rent until 
they got a reduction, | can tell them that no 
power on earth could prevail against the hun- 
dreds of thousands of the tenant-farmers of 
this country. You ure not to be exterminated 
as you were exterminated in 1847. I say it is 
necessary for you to maintaina firm and de- 
termined attitude. [Cheers. A voice—* Give 
them au ounce of lead, Mr. Parnell.“]! If you 
maintained that attitude victory must 
be yours. You will und after . one 
or two seasons like this that the landlord class 
will be glad to say, For God's sake, give us 
the value of our land and let us go in peace.“ 
When we have the people of this country pros- 
perous, self-reliant, and confident of the future, 
we will have an Irish nation which will be able 
to hold its own among the nations of the world. 
By all means give the landlords fair valuation. 
We can very well afford to do it, because the 
land of this country is pot halt cultivated. I do 
„not wish to assume the attitude of a prophet, 
but if I did, I would venture to predict that the 
offer now made to the landlords and the English 
Government will never ve made again. [Cries 
of Never!“ ] if delay goes on the landlords 
cannot possibly obtain terms you are willing to 
give them fo-day. Let them make the bargain 
while they may, for the market is falling. 
[Cheers.] 


NOTABLE FACT. 


A Tramp in a New Role.

Vincennes, Ind., Sept. 13.— A case bas just 
come to the bearing of your correspondent 
wherein a tramp, contrary to custom and prece- 
dent, has made of himself ahero.

KANSAS. 
THE COLORED REFUGEES. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasmineron, D. C., Sept. 13.—Gov. St. 
Jobo, of Kansas, writes to a friend in the East 
as follows: 

“I desire to assure you that not only have 
the refugees not starved, but none have been 
permitted to suffer for the want of bread, and 
instead of their loafing around the towns and 
cities of our State, that, with a very few excep- 
tions, employment was readily obtained ‘for 
them, and they are now self-supporting, doing 
well, and are happy, and neither love nor money 
would jnduce them to return to the South to be 
again subjected to the cruel wrongs and out- 
rages that have been heaped upon them for 


years past. Of the 6,000 or 7,000 that have 


come to Kansas there is not to-day over seven- 
ty-five receiving aid from. charitable sources. 

„We bave found these refugees to be sober 
and industrious, and whenever afforded any- 
thing like a reasonably fair opportunity, not 
only take care of themselves, but do more. 
The lay by their surolus means with a view to 
securing for themselves a home. It may be said 
to the credit of this people that I have yet to 
see or bear of a drunken refugee. 

„The newspaper or individual who asserts 
that Kansas has directly or indirectiy been in- 
strumental in originating this movement on the 
part of the blacks, simply states that which is 

ABSOLUTELY FALSE. 
I have heard mauy reports about flaming 
chromos being circulated by designing parties 
through the Southern States, with a view to 
inducing the blacks to migrate. But I have yet 
to see one of these chromos, and never ex- 
pegt to see one, as 1 offered $5 to any one who 
will send me one of these chromos alleged to 
have been 80 freely circulated among 
the negroes of the South, and 
of all the numbers that have come here with 
whom I have talked, not a single colored man 
or woman has ever seen one of these chromos, 
nor have they ever seen or beard of any emi- 
grant-agent or other verson traveling through 
the country endeavoring to induce them to 
come to Kansas. But, on the other hand, they 
say thatthis movement originated among them- 
selyes; that they have had it in contemplation 
for years, but bave deferred it from year to 
year withthe hope that they could remain in 
the Seuth, as they prefer that country to this, 
if only permitted to stay there. But, instead of 


their prospects growing brighter, the heel of 
tyranny, from year to year, was ground down 
harder upon them, and, at last, when robbed of 
everything that they possessed, left penniless, 
and breadless, and almost naked, they were 
forced—in order to protect themselves and their 
children—to flee to the land where they could 
have 
A HOPE OF BEING FREE. 

“These poor people have beeu charged 25 cents 
per pound for the bacon they ate, which was 
worth seven cents; seen cents per. pound for 
the flour they consumed, worth two and a half 
cents; 40 cents per yard for cottonade, worth 
but 12 cents: $10 ver acre annual rent for land 
the fee-simple title to which would be worth 
but little more, if anv, than that sum. They 
have been deprived of the right to vote accord- 
ing tothe dictates of their conscience; their 
children have been shut out from the schools; 
their homes have been ruthlessly invaded; they 
have had no protection to life, liberty, or prop- 
erty in the Courts. This state of affairs at last 
culminated in forcing tnem to take this last des- 
perate step with the hope of bettering their 
coudition. It is the fault of the white Rebels of 
the South that these people are leaving that 
land. 3

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE NATIONAL BANKS. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasnincoronr, D. C., Sept. 18.—The National 
banks, notwithstanding the attacks of the 
Greenbackers, are still being organized. During 
the last month six new banks have been estab- 
lished in the West, and three ip New England 
and New York. Within a mouth also National 
banks have begun to increase the amount of 
their circulation, using the new 4-per cents as 
securities. The amount of new National-bank 
circulation which will bave been issued withio a 
month will amount to about 52,000,000. 
The Boston and New York banks espe- 
cially, which some time since withdrew 
a considerable amount of their circulation, are 
now renewing it again, and are making urgent 
demands upon the Treasury, especially for notes 
of the denomination of $5 and $10. The banks 
say they wish the money to move the crops.

MEMPHIS.

MeEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 13.—Ten whites and 
thirteen colored peoole make up the official 
new-case list to-day, while the undertakers 
revort the interment of only two whites and two 
colored. The decrease in the number of deaths 
is a surprise, in view of the change in the weather 
to that condition which is considered most dis- 
astrous to the sick of yellow-fever. A better 
class of nurses is one of the reasons given as a 
counteractant of the usually bad influence of 

unfavorable weather conditions. 
The Howards’ weekly report shows that they 
have on hand 179 sick, all of yellow-fever, other 


classes of diseases having been discharged from 
their care, and 178 purses On duty. Of the sick, 
118 are white dud sixty-one colored. 

‘The weekly report from the Health Office 
gives the pew cases for the past week at 132. of 
which 62 were whites. The total number of 
new cases to date is 1,136. Last week’s new 
cases were, from the wards, as follows: First, 
14: Second, 10; Third, 4; Fourth, 10; Fifth, 10; 
Sixth, 8; Seventh, 82; Kighth, 7; Nintn, 7; 
Tenth, 30. 

The weckly dead-roll numbers 54, 48 of which 
were from yellow-tever. Of the 54 dead, 34 
were whites. 

The total cases predominated in the First 
Ward, which numbered 11, Fifth Ward 8, and 
Tenth Ward 16. The remainder were nearly 
equally divided among the other wards, except 
the Ninth, Chelsea, in which no deaths occur- 
red.

Moreover, the excess of the 
average has been very considerahle, as much as 
three tons to the ac ing gathered in sections, 
while a majoriw of plages report a yield of two 
tons to the acre. all wheat is also an 
unusually bountiful Ove,—only two reports 
under the average having been received, while 
some 60 per cont represent the crop as above the 
average. As Phis grain is very largely sown 
throughout Ontario, and forms the staple crop, 
it is especially gratifving to recejve such a spleu- 
did account of the harvest. On the other hand; 
spring-wheat has been a signal failure, having 
been injurea by the mide. weevil, and rust: 
and many reports from the principal grain-grow- 
ing sections in Ontario represent the yield as not 
more than five or six bushelsan acre; and in few 
places has it reached twenty bushels per acre. 
In this province, however, spring wheat has 
fared better, and about an average crop will be 
gathered. Oags are again a magnificent crop, 
for the fifth vear in suecession,—yielding 
throughout Ontario from thirty-five to sixty 
bushels per acre, while in one of two sections 
even a heavier yield is reported. This crop ts 
now an important one. its successin late years 
having led to an extensive cultivation. Peas 
bave given a fairly abundant yield, but 
untortunately the grain bas been infested in 
many sections with bugs, and the outcome of 
the crop will be less satisfactorv than at first 
anticipated. Baries may be called about aver- 
age crop, for, although the figures represent an 
over-average viel i, the berry has been discolored 
in many piaces, Corn isnot extensively grown in 
Canada, and only for local consumption; it is 
backward in growth, but promises a fair yield. 
Root erops io all sections are coming on mag- 
nificentlv. Potatoes have been unusually abun- 
dant and of superior quality; and other roots 
still n the ground will give an enormous crop. 
Fruit promises not more than an average,— 
frost having done considerable damage in the

THE UNDERWOOD WaR. 
Special to Cincinatti Commercial. 

Grareon, Ky., Sept. 12.—The Underwood 
war is raging more fearfuily than even two 
years ago, when nothing but the State militia 
could finally check it, after four men had been 
killed. Until two months ago matters seemed 
to be quiet enouch, but then one of the Under- 
woods was foully murdered by the oppos- 
ing party. Strange to say, the Under- 
woods withheld from taking revenge. 
Two weeks ago George Lewis Underwood 
died from his wounds received in the war 
two years ago, and it seems that, in order to re- 
venge his death, Squire Holbrook, the leader of 
the anti-Underwood party, was shot while going 
o his pasture Friday morning. Holbrook’s 
sons and clan then turned themselves loose, 
and the next report was the killing of Will Un- 
derwood while peaceably at work in his field 
Monday morning. Now the news reach us of 
the shooting of George Underwood, Sr., the 
father and chief. of the Underwood party, who 
was killed at his bome vesterday morning. 

The woods up in the Upper Tygart portion of 
Carter County are full of the men of the two 
opposing parties, who propose to fight it out 
among themselves without the interference of 
the officers of the law, who do not interfere in 
the least. 

Surely our great Democratic Commonwealth 
should blush over this fearful state of affairs, 
which surpasses the worst records of Indian 
warfare, whose bloody termination cannot bow 
be foreseen. 

SECOND DISPATCH.

+ firms the shooting of old George Underwood, 


who was literally riddled with rifle balla when 
he stepped out of the door of his bouse, known 
as Fort Underwood, yesterday, morning. Six- 
teen shots were fired at him simultaneously, 
six of which penetrated his body, and one, 
entering his forehead, tore bis skull all to pieces. 
Three balls pierced bis breast and one of them 
his beart.

An assessment will be made 
at once on the stockholders of the bank, who 
are all moneyed men, and the deficiency wil! be 
made good at once. There was no sign of a 
run to-dav, the public baving full confidence in 
the ability of the bank to bear the loss, and the 
demand upon the bank was really lighter than 
usual.

Col. Schaffner thought the primaries, as at 
present conducted, opened the door for the ber- 
petration of the worst kind of frauds. In many 
of the wards the result did not express the 
wishes of the Republican voters. It was possi- 
ble for one mau, Democrat or Republican, to 
nominate an Alderman or elect delegates to a 
convention by spending money and getting dis- 
reputable men to vote. Democrats were 
brought to the polls by the wagon-load, and 
their votes taken. In this way a candidate got 
his men on the Central Committee, who man- 
aged the campaign, and they ran it not for 
the interests of the rty, but: in the 
interest of Tom. Dick, and Harry. The candi- 
dates should not select the Central Committee- 
men, but the city or County Central Committee 
should manage a campaign as the State or Na- 
tional Committee managed one—io the inter- 
ests of the party. All Republicans 49 to 
register their names on their Ward Club Ks. 
If they did pot, they should not be allowed to 
vote at the primaries. They growled and grum- 
bled, but did nothing toward purification. The 
primaries should be held in the club rooms, and 
not openly; then the Democrats could not put 
in all the ballots, and disreputable men control 
the nominations. 

Mr. Sundelius believed, if honest and impar- 
tial 1 were appointed, the waole trouble 
would be settled.

post. 

Mr. A. C. Storey was called upon, and he 
made a short speech, intensely political in its 
nature. He said, among other things, that he 
saw before him aman who was the entering 
wedge which was to dethrone radical Repub- 
licanom, which bad so long held full sway in 
the city. He hoped to see this man nominated 
for County Treasurer this fall, and he thought 
that if he was pominated be would be elected 
by au overwhelming majority. He alluded to 
Harvey Colvin. 

The wine-giasses were filled, and a majority of 
those present drank to the new County Treas- 
urerto be. Austin Doyle entered amid the 
eheers of bis friends and admirers. © 

Mr. Harvey Colviu said be felt it his duty to 
respond, and he did so, in a very neat, accept- 
able speech. He explained that while he was 
Mayor of Chicago be did his level best to be 
true, and honest, and faithful. He had taken 
hold of the reins of government under peculiar 
circumstances, and he had almost insurmount- 
able difficulties to overcome; yet he bad alwavs 
labored to do everything that he did doin 
the interest of Chicago. [Cheers.] Since he 
had been in business in this city he 
had handled millions and millions of dollars. 
If he should be elected as County Treasurer he 
should endeavor to handle the people’s funds 
as conscientiously as be did those of his own 
private business. r 

Adolph Moses and Gen. Lieb made brief 
speeches for the benefit of Mr. Haerting. More 
toasts were. proposed, more wine was 
drank, and fresh cigars were passed. Gen. 
Lieb in his remarks eulogized Mr. Colvin as the 
man who had rescued the Germans from the 
Puritanical grasp,—referring to his liberal ideas 
concerning saloons and saloon-keepers,—and 
be said be had done more to malte Chicago a 
cosmopolitan city than any other man. [Ap- 
plause. | 

Then Austin Doyle, the Secretary of the 
Police Department, was called upon. He said 
that Mr. Haerting had received his appointment 
from the best Mayor Chicago ever had, aud.“ 
said Austin, taking up the badge and dandling 
it in his hands, “I hope some time to see Mr. 
Haerting put this away, and bis friends get bim 
up another medal inscribed, The best Con- 
gressman this district ever had.“ 

Ald. Ryan, Otto Peltzer, and others who 
dropped in later spoke to the question, and as 
the wine continued to flow it was evident that 
this was an all-night party. 

It was announced that Gen. Lieb bad some- 
thing very important to bring before the august 
assembly of City-Hall employes, who had evi- 
deotiy come together to organize a mutual ad- 
miration society. He proposed a toast to Mayor 
Harrison, and went on in glowing terms to de- 
scribe the manner in which the best Mavor, 
ete., had brought order out of chaos; how he 
had rendered the citv a most important service 
bv reorganizing the Police Department and the 
Fire Department, ana in bringing to light the 
alleged stupendous trauds and steals connected 
with the building of tne new City-Hall. 

Emil Hoechster, Mike Wassermann, Harry 
Rubens, John Neumeister (who. proposed a 
toast to Marshal Petrie), Charles D. Zastfield, 
and others followed, and when the banquet 
broke up a bappier lot it would be hard to find;

WEST SIDE PARK. 


Plan for the Erection of Green-Houses and 
Other Improvements. 

The West Park Board held a special meeting 
at the corner of Washington and Haleted 
streets at 5o’oclock last evening for the pur- 
pose of considering plans and propositions to 
be submitted by W. L. B. Jenney, the architect 
of the West Side parks, for conservatories and 
propagating green-houses, and to hear the re- 
port of the Committee appointed for the pur- 
pose of looking into the matter. 

Some of the members were tardy in getting 
around, and, while waiting for them, the rest 
speut the time in looking at 

THE PLANS. 
The latter contemplated a building 487 dy 126 
feet, when entirely completed having three 
pavilions, and presenting a fine appearance, 


costing over $25,000 at least, but Mr. Jenney 
explained that it would not be necessary to 
finish this year the whole structure, if a section 
of the main building only was required, without 
either of the pavilions. 

Mr. Woodard and Mr. McCrea arrived, and 
the former ealied the meeting to order. 

The Committee on Central Park, to whom 
was referred the matter of getting plans for a 
green-house in that park, reported as foliows: 

Your Committee on Central Park. who were in- 
structed to obtain plans for a green-house in that 
park, have employed Mr. W. L. B. Jenney to 
make careful surveys of the proposed site, so as to 
obtain grade of the proposed location for the green- 
house, whichis about 400 feet west of the boule- 
vard across Lake street toward Humboldt Park, 
from thence west, with a frontage of 400 fect look- 
img south toward the proposed lake, with the 
pees and concourse at the west end of said 
ake. 

After a careful examination of the most ap- 
proved plans for propagating-houses, with ample 
space for the rearing of tropical plants and trees, 
your Committee are prepared to recommend the 
plans of Mr. Jenney, herewith submitted; these 
blans contemplate, eventually, a magnificent build- 
ing which shall not only be a propagating- house, 
buta winter-garden of elegant proportions. and 
one which, when completed, will be one of the 
most attractive features of Central Park; but, like 
all things both beautiful and useful, tne entire ex- 
pense will be heavy. but a careful exam- 
ination of the. plans will satisfy the 
Board, we trust, of the propriety of adopt- 
wae plan in the start which, when completed, 
will give the greatest satisfaction, not only to the 
Park Board, but to the citizens generaily. Your 
Committee would ask, for the present, that this 
plan be adopted, and that such work as is done at 
present shall be in accordance with this plan, the 
more expensive portion of which can be built as 
our means and the necessity for more room in- 
creases. 

For the present season we would recommend 
that the portion between the eastern elevation and 
the central elevation, including five propagating- 
houses, with the necessary wails, ‘heating appara- 
tus, and chimney, be erected immediately, or as 
soon as plane and epecifications can be obtained 
from Mr. Jenney. 

We would further recommend that advertize- 
ments be put in the principal daily newspapers for 
bids for the erection of said building, and the con- 
tracts let, to be completed in time for the preserva- 
tion of such plants as we now have or may here- 
after obtain. 

This improvement will cost in the vicinity of 
$6, 000 or $7, 000, as near as we can estimate with- 
oat receiving bids. 

All the work should be done in a thorough man- 


ner: such work will necessarily be somewhat e- 


pensive. 

Almost the firet thing that will de required by 
the contractors will be an ample supply of water, 
and it is of the first necessity to the green- 
house, and your Committee would recommend 
that the President be authorized to lay a water- 
pipe of sufficient capacity for future use from the 
nearest point where we now have water to the site 
of said building; also, that be proceed at once to re- 
move the surface soil from so munca of said site as 
shall be occupied by said building this fall, and re- 
place it with the clay taken from the lake, and to 
grade ai least twenty-four inches bigher than the 
present surface-level. 

It has been necessary in drawing these plans to 
modify the proposed north drive to some extent, 
in order to leave room for the buildings and 
a proper spxce_ in front of them. 
and, as it is concluded dy all the 
members of the Board with whom we have com- 
municated that it will be necessary to entarge the 
jake oy carrying the pavilion further west, we 
recommend that tite portion of Central Park to be 
improved next should be replanned with refer- 
ence to this enlargement of the lake; and we 
would recommend further that Mr. Jenney be re- 
quested to draw the working- plan for that portion 
of the park, which shali not interfere with work 
already done, but which shall increase the size of 
the lake and add largely to the beauty of the park, 

tout increasing the ultimate expense of its 

mpletion, which plans shail be submitted to this 
Board for its approval. S. II. McCrea, 
< S. N. Wincox;

A long discussion followed the reading of this 
report, in which Mr. Woodard and Mr. Rohlfs, 
particularly the former, persistently stood out 
against adopting the whole plans, recommend- 
iug that only so much be adopted as was to be 
built this fall, according to the recommendation 
of the Committee. . 

It was agreed that the paragraph providing 
for advertising in the daily papers be stricken 
out; also, some portion of the report which had 
reference to the unprovemeut and replanning of 
the park. 3 

The report, with We above alterations, was 
adopted, aud the Board adjourned. 

ADOPT FULTON 8STREDPT. 
™ the Editor of The Tribune. 

Coco, Sept. 13.—The suggestion of Ful- 
ton street as the best route for the new park 
boulevard is an excellent one, and even Wash- 
ington street people admit that it would con- 
venience a greater number of persons than apy 
other one of the residence streets that coald be 


named. For persons driving over from the 
North Side it would give easiest and quickest 
access, either by way of Indiaua or Kinzte street 
bridges or by the LaSalle street tunnel, and for 
the South Side by N indolph, or Madison 
street bridges or by the Washington street tan- 
nel, if any possess the requisite courage to un- 
dertake that cavernous cave of gloom. Fulton 
street has already become a fine residence 
street, broad, straight, and handsomely shaded. 
it leads in a direct line to Central Park, being 
also quite convenient for those wishing to reach 
Humboldt Park. 

‘here is another point about this matter 
which has not been bitherto considered. By- 
and-by. when the Park Commissioners have the 
money to spare, they will be required to make 
Division street into a boulevard, giving « broad, 
smooth parkway directly to the gates of Hum- 
boldt Park. Then Harrison, Polk, or some 
street in that range will be selected for a direct 
driveway to Douglas Park, when Fulton street 
would be the grand central route between the 
two. Its situation makes it much more desirable 
for a boulevard than auy street yet proposed, 
and the Board ought by all means to consider 
its advantages before commutting itself to any 
other project. I can confidently assert that the

Hayward Found Guilty of the Mur- 
der of McMahon, 


And Is Sentenced to Imprisonment 
for Life. 


Wicked Odds and Ends from 
Police-Baskets. 


HAYWARD--M’MAHON, 
SENT DOWN FOR LIFE. 

The trial of John C. Hayward for the murder 
of James McMahon was brought to. close last 
evening, and a verdict approximating more 
nearly to justice than verdicts in murder cases 
in Cook County usually do was reached. Hay- 
ward is only 22 years of age, a stout, healthy 
man, and fairly intelligent, and to all except 
those who hold in the fullest degree the Scrip- 
tural doctrine that “whoso sheddeth man’s 
blood by man shall his blood be shed,” the 
verdict which consigns him for life to a. living 
tomb will be accepted as a satisfactory one. 


Chicago has seen so many red-handed murderers: 


go scot-free; has seen so many bighly-feed at- 
torneys propounding defenses of “insanity” 
and ‘‘self-defense”; so many prejudiced 
Judges and packed juries conspiring 
to turn loose upon the community men 
who in any other civilized country would 
pay the price of blood upon the gallows, that 
the good citizens of the Garden City will feel 
inclined to think well of the intelligent and con- 
scientious jury who dared to do right and to 
sentence Hayward to imorisoument in Joliet 


‘for the term of bis natural life. 


The trial began Wednesday, that day being 
spentin getting a jury. There was the usual 
squabble about the qualifications of the jurors, 
the defense, as usual in capital cases, 
insisting that ignorance and inability 
to understand the commonest facts as reported 
by the daily press were the foremost and most 
indispensable qualifications. But, strange to 
say, in spite of all this a very good jury was ob- 
tained. It will be remembered that 

THE MURDER OCCURRED 
on the night of Dec. 7, 1878, outside McMahon’s 
saloon, corner of Twenty-sixth street and 
Cottage Grove avenue. Hayward had been 
drinking and playing pool in the saloon, and a 
dispute arose about the payment of 30 cents. 
Hayward started to leave, and McMahon fol- 
lowed him on tothe sidewalk. re was a 
scuffle lasting but a moment, and then the 
young man drew a revolver and fired four shots 
at the unarmed saloon-keeper. The latter was 


] 
an old man, and „ of inflict- 


ing barm on a stro young fellow 
like Havward, but, following the 
usual precedent in such cases made 
and provided the defense set up the plea of 
**self-defense.’”? The defendant himself took 
the stand in support of this theory, but the 
prevalent opinion is that he did not help his 
case much. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Charles H. Reed made 
the concluding argument for the defense. He 
claimed that McMahon made the first assauit, 
and dwelt at length upon the good character 
of the defendant, as sworn to by a number 
of bis old acquaintances in Fond du Lac, 
Wis. In conclusion, he said that the case was 
either one of murder or justifiable homicide, 
and be claimed that in no case could it be made 
manslaughter. 

„ Mills closed the case for the 
people with an able and logical argument. His 
language was temperate and convincing, and the 
general opinion was that the speech was one 
of the best he had ever delivered. The Court 
instructed the jury at considerable length, and 
at about half-past 4o’clock they retired, in 
charge of three bailiffs. During the afternoon 
there was a large attendance in the Court- 
room, which was crowded for the first time dur- 
ing the trial. But on the retirement of the jury 
the room was cleared at once, the prevalent 
idea being that a verdict woud not be 
reached for a considerable time. The 
current of public opinion seemed to point 
to a verdict of a manslaughter, with a penalty 
of from five to fourteen years; or of murder, 
with the minimum statutary penalty (fourteen 

ears). Hayward was removed to the jail and 

e court-room Was deserted. 

THE VERDICT. 


At a quarter to 7 the jury sent word that they 
had agreed, and prisoner was sent for. 
Deputies Bonfield and Haas conveyed him 
across the bridge to the court-room, where he 
chatted unconcernedly with Mr. Rockwell, one 
of his counsel. In a few minutes Judge Bar- 
num, Mr. Mills, and Mr. Reed appeared, and 
the jury came in. , 2 

In reply to the usual questions, they said ey 
had agreed, and Bailiff Merrill. handed the 
verdict to Clerk Doyle. It was in the usual 
form, finding the defendant cuilty in manner 
and form as indicted, and fixing his punishment 
at im prisob ment in the Penitentiary for life. 

Mr. Reed demanded that the jury be polled, 
and, in response to the question, Was this 
and is this now your verdict?’ each man an- 
swered Les.“ 

Mr. Reed then said be desired to enter a mo- 
tion for a new trial, andthe Court directed the 
Clerk to enter it. 

Mr. Reed asked when the Court would bear 
the argumenis. 

The Court said be would be ready at any time 
on which the counsel could agree. 

Mr. Reed said: I'll be ready on Tuesday. 
Your Honor, it’s a monstrous verdict.” 

Mr. Mills said he did not think the remark 

was a proper one, especially as it was made in 
the hearing of the jury, andin this the Court 
concurred, saying that the jury was a part of 
the Court. Counsel for the defense, after some 
hesitation, said that the remark was induced by 
the emergency of the case, to which the State’s 
Attorney replied that he was there to protect 
„those twelve gentlemen,” and would do his 
duty. 
The Court suggested that the ease might re- 
quire some time for preparation, and Mr. Mille 
stated that there was an important trial (that of 
Lesser Friedberg) set tor Monday, which might 
occupy several days. It was then decided that 
counsel should counter and notify the Court 
when the case should be argued. 

While all this was going on, 

HAYWARD 


sat, smiling and apparently unconcerned, beside 
his counsel, with whom he conversed. The jury 
filed out, having been discharged tor the term, 
and the court-room was emptied, except for 
afew friends of Hayward’s, who stopped to 
talk with him. in a few minutes he was re- 
moved tothe jail. He whistled as he went 
across the bridge, and asked Bonfield if he had 
beard what Mr. Reed said. Bonfield said he 
had, and Hayward replied, 1 think it’sa 
terrible verdict.”” He asked if he could be 
allowed the pmvilege of the corridors for 
au hour or two, and this was 
granted. His father, brother, and 
other relatives and friends spent half an hour 
or so with him, and the rest of the evening 
roamed about the lower floor of the jail, con- 
versing with other prisoners. 

A TRIBUNE reporter saw him about balf-past 
8 o’clock, and, having stated his busimess, asked 
Hayward if he bad anything to say. He an- 
swered that any opinion he might express would 
be objected to on the ground of prejudice, and 
that he would, therefore, prefer not to 
talk about the verdict. But he could not 
understand why the State’s Attorney should 
wish to delay the arguments tor a new trial, 
when his counsel had expressed his readiness to 
go on. He understood that in all such cases 
time would naturally be granted the defense, 
but be couldn’t see why the State should not be 
called upon to go right abead. As he seemed 
fully impressed with the wisdom of holding his 
tongue, he was left to his own reflections. 

lt is understoood that the jury took a ballot 
immediately after leaving the cpurt-room, and 
that the unanimous expression was “guilty of 
murder.” The only question left to settle then 
was the penalty, and the next ballot showed 
five votes for hanging, three for twenty years, 
and four for fifteen vears imprisonment. Ou 
the next, seven jurymen voted for tweuty years 
and five for shorter terms. On the fourth bal- 
lot the vote stood seven to five in favor of im- 
prisooment for life. This was focreased to nine 
to three on the next baliot, and on the sixth the 
jury were unanimous. :

The effort to reform the Republican Pri- 
maries, a subject which has been under dis- 
cussion in local political circles for some 
time, was yesterday advanced somewhat at 
a conference between a sub-committee of the 
City and County Republican Central Com- 
mittees. ‘The frauds and corruptions of the 
present system were admitted and 
freely discussed, and suggestions were 
made, the adoption of which would, 
it was hoped, remove the evils 
complained of. A general convention .rep- 
resenting all the ward organizations and 
Commissioners’ districts. will probably be 
held within a short time, at which the sub- 
ject will be still further considered. 


A suit was brought yesterday against a 
prominent hotel-keeper of this city by a per- 
son who claims damages for having been re- 
strained of his liberty for @ short time and 
for having been deprived of his hat 
and coat, all because he didn’t pay for 
the dinner which he had eaten. The 
case was one of those frequent ones 
where an individual, or a dead-beat as he 
is sometimes called, secures*a meal or a 
night's lodging without having the means to 
pay for it, and when the writated landlord 
either takes away some of his clothing, 
locks him up for a while, or, as happened 
once in this city, ties him up in a prominent 
place inthe lobby, and subjects him for 
some time to the inspection of all the 
employes and guests. The suit is 
one of a kind not often brought 
here, for a person who has not the money to 
pay his board-bill is generally too poor to 
conduct a lawsuit. According to the decis- 
ions, however, the conduct of the landlord 
is clearly illegal. His gedress, where he has 
been beaten out of his money, is to be found 
by resorting to some other method than that 
customarily adopied.

choice of local officials until the day for 
election approaches. In the meantime it is 
more than likely that the conventions of all 
parties have been seized and controled by 
the usual gang of bummers; then the self. 
respecting citizens either remain away from 
the polls or vote some opposition ticket as 
the only way in which they can protest 
against the swindle that has been perpetrated 
upon their own party. 

A day or two ago a letter was addressed to 
Tue Trreune by ao citizen of the Eighth 
Ward, in which the writer demanded some 
reform in the Primary system. In the 
course of his communication he recounted 
the usual method in his ward, as follows: 

I have had a little experience at the primaries in 
the Eighth Ward lately, and found that the dele- 
gates were gencrally the same men from vear to 
year, and tvat all the judges of the Primaries were 
themselves on the ticket for delegates, and that 
they would havefthe ofscourings of the Democ- 
racy to poll votes (and repeat, too) for themselves. 
] have seen men who claim to be Republicans in 
good standing vouch fer known Democrats as Re- 
publicans at the Primaries, when at a general elec- 
tion they stood side by side with their opposition 
tickets. And I see just where the gain came in, — 
that they had their eight delegates, and would 
throw them in a bouy for their preierred candidate, 
and, to carry their point, would sell the same for 
some other ward's vote. All this ie wrong, degrad- 
ing. and damnable meanness, and tends to put 
their own party in disrepute. 


It may be that the buminers have a strong- 
er hold upon the Primaries in the Eighth 
Ward than in the other political districts in 
the city ; but the above description will ap- 
ply more or less accurately to all the wards. 
It is the rule that the successful ticket at the 
Primary meetiug is made up in the back room 
of some groggery, and pushed through without 
opposition. When the respectable citizens of 
the ward make a contest, they are usually out- 
voted by a shameless system of repeating 
and hiring voters who are entitled to no voice 
in the Primaries, either because they are not 
residents of thé ward or because they do not 
vote with the party engaged in making nomi- 
natrons. The frauds and abuses at the 
Primaries have led to the adoption of laws in 
Pennsylvania and California for the special 
protection of every political party in making 
up its own conventions and selecting its own 
candidates. An effort was made in this State 
some years ago to secure a similar law, but 
it failed. In the absence of such protection, 
the responsible citizens in every ward must 
organize to guard their own interests. Every 
voter who has property or business interests 
in this county shoulé make up his mind that 
it is even more important to give his personal 
attention to the Primaries than to the elec- 
tion after the nominations shall have been 
made, An objectionable ticket does not 
excuse @ respectable voter in remaining away 
from the polls if be has failed to make any 
personal effort to secure a good ticket. The 
ward-bummers are always active at the 
Primaries, for the Convention is a source 
of profit to them as well as the election. 
They can only be headed off by equal activi- 

ty on the part of the responsible classes. 

It is especially important that Republican 
voters should give their attention to the 
Primaries this fall, The city election last 
spring and the election of Jadges in Jane 
were lost to the Republicans because their 
tickets on both oceasions were unsatisfac- 
tory. A large number of respectable Repub- 
lican voters remained away from the polls, 
and others voted the Democratic ticket as a 
protest against the objectionable 
of theirown. The last Republican Conven- 
tion held in Chicago was characterized as 
disgracefnl. In . 
did not reflect the majority of Republican

the result of Democratic voting and repeat- | 
ing at the Republican Primaries. There is 
but one way to avert a repetition of such a 
disgrace and the defeat that is sure to follow, 
and that is for the respectable majority of 
the Republican party to take charge of its 
own Primaries and make up its own Con- 
vention. 

One word in a general way as to candi- 
dates. The experience of the last two local 
elections should convince a certain set of 
office-seekers that a Republican nomination 
in this city and county is by no means 
equivalent to election. The people have ac- 
quired an independent habit of voting for 
the candidates whom they believe to be the 
best men in local contests. When briefless 
attorneys seek the office of Judge, and subor- 
dinate clerks aspire to the responsibilities and 
emoluments of County Treasurer, they 
should look beyond the Primaries and Con- 
vention, and canvass the probabilities of 
election, even if they can secure the coveted 
nominations. If they will take counsel from 
the last two local elections they will come to 
the conclusion that something more than 
mere effrontery and persistent place-hunting 
is requisite to success. ‘These qualities may 
prevail in the manipulation of Primaries and 
the prostitution of a Convention, but from 
that point they become imbecile and fatal. 
There is a certain set of men who have their 
eyes on the official vacancies that 
occur this fall, and who may succeed in se- 
curing nominations through the indifferent- 
ism of the mass of Republican voters in the 
preliminary work; but their nomination 
will only serve to bring another defeat upon 
the party, cost themselves and their friends 
more or less money, and result in their own 
discomfiture. It will be much better for 
them, as.well as for the party to which they 
profess attachment, to allow the Convention 
to be composed of intelligent and reputable 
men, and to acquiesce in the nomination of 
a ticket likely to succeed by commanding 
the respect and confidence of the people. 
If the irresponsible place-hunters are not 
willing to step aside, and if the substantial 
business dlement in the Republican party is 
not willing to assert itself in the making up 
a Convention, then it will be much better 
that the Republican party should not contest 
the election at all this year. Absolute retire- 
ment from the field will be far less embar- 
rassing than a third defeat growing out of 
bad nominations, 
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THE CRIMINAL WASTE OF WATER. 

The general public will learn with regret 
Mayor Harrison’s objections to the report 
by Messrs. WaLsn, CnrronzLi, and Jackson 
as to the measures which ought to be adopted 
with regard to the water-supply. These 
gentlemen are not politicians, and are not 
seeking office, and have no interest to serve 
but that of the whole community. They 
report that 30,000,000 gallons of water are 
daily wasted,—that is, allowed to run free 
through the service-pipes\into the sewers, 
and thence into the Chicago River. Mayor 
Harrison dismisses this report with the 
flippant remark, Let it run. If the escape 
of this amount of water daily accomplished 
ahy good, if it contributed in any degree to 
any hygienic or sanitary benefit, then there 
would be some apology for the fi ppant in- 
difference of Mayor Harrisan; but this 
amount of water cosis the city a very large 
sum daily, and in the course of the year the 
cost of pumping 30,000,000 gallons daily 
amounts to a very large proportion of the 
total cost of the pumping power of all the 
works, and the waste is as profligate and as 
barren of any public use or benefit as if that 
much money was annually taken from the 
Treasury and sunk in the river. 

The water that is wasted is not allowed to 
ruu into the sewers all at one time; it is the 
waste of 60,000 or more faucets allowed to 
run not only during the day, but through the 
long and silent hours of the night, The evi- 
dence is that the wastage is as great in mid- 
winter as in midsummer, the water being 
allowed to run continuously in the summer 
to keep it cool, and in the winter to keep it 
from freezing. This water running from 
faucets has no possible effect in purifying 
the sewers. The quantity escaping at any 
one time into any one sewer is utterly ineffi- 
cient to cleanse the sewer; it can at most 
furnish a slight current, altogether too weak 
to carry any deposits in the sewer, and there- 
fore utterly useless. One flushing of a 
sewer from the wagon provided for that 
purpose will accomplish more good than 
can be accomplished by the waste process 
in a year. This waste water does not cleanse 
anything; it carries off nothing; it does 
not even reduce, mitigate, or remove any 
bad odors from the sewers; and when th; 
Mayor says Let it run, he speaks with an 
indifference to or an ignorance of the facts 
wholly unbecoming his official responsibility. 

The Mayor seems to have but one idea, 
and that is to purchase two additional en- 
gines for the West Division Works. The 
present capacity of the engines of the city 
is equal to the consumption of the city, with 
a margin for the increase of population. But 
half the present consumption is waste, which 
waste the Mayor insists should go on. This 
waste is due to two causes: 1, Defective 
plumbing, by which the water is wasted, and 
the waste frequently becomes a source of 
disease. The Committee advised that an 
inspection be directed which would dis- 
cover every case of this lind, and have the 
proper remedy enforced. 2. The, other is 
the intentional waste on the part Bf those 
who turn the water on into bath-tubs and 
water-closets, and who labor under the 
delusion that by letting the water 
run . through these they are ac- 
complishing some good, when in 
fact they thus keep the sewer-traps open, 
and let the foul gases escape into the houses. 
The other practice of letting the water run 
continuously in kitchens and chambers, and 
in barns and outhouses, is a criminal waste, 
unredeemed by the possibility of any sani- 
tary relief. The Mayor tells of the practice 
in Paris of flooding the streets daily to 
cleanse and purify the city. In that case 
the water is supplied from a reservoir and 
not by a pump, and work is a surface 
cleaning accomplished by a large stream of 
great force. Paris does not imagine that the 
underground sewerage of a large city can be 
washed out by a limited number of half-inch 
streams of water trickling through sewers of 
five feet diameter. Mr. Hanntson’s idea that 
he can cleanse the sewers of Chicago with 
the wastage of water from one-inch pipes is 
as abburd as is his other idea that by the 
same process he materially aids in the purifi- 
cation of the Chicago River. 

The recommendation of the Committee, 
that, if there be additional pumping-works 
supplied, they be located in the centre of 
the city, thus utilizing the force in the 
neighborhood of the consumption, is a wise 
one, but seems to meet with no favor from 
Mr. Hanxisox, whose dream begins and ends 
with additional engines on Ashland avenue. 
It is to be hoped that uncil will have 
a more practical idea of is needed than 
the Mayor, and that they will understand

that the cost of pumping daily 100 per cent | 


more water than is needed for consumption, 
if reduced and economized by the simple 
process of stopping the leaks, would enable 
the city to build and provide a complete 
pumping establishment on the South Side 
without any additional tax. The surplus re- 
ceipts from water, if enlarged by the reduc- 
tion of the cost of pumping, would provide 
for the extension of the -water-service as rap- 
idly af it will be needed. 
i — 
THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 

It is generally understood, from supposed 
outgivings of Mayor HAnnzsox, that he in- 
tends to veto the ordinance passed by the 
Council permitting the Chicago & Western 
Indiana Railroad to enter the city by such 
route as they may select over land to be 
purchased by them of the owners. The par- 
ticular objections to be made by the Mayor 
are not definitively known. The whole body 
of the Communists in this city oppose the 
admission of this or any other railway into 
Chicago; and, as the City Council does not 
share in this senseless objection, the Mayor 
probably expects the ordinance to pass over 
his veto, inrwhich case he will, as he thinks, 
make all th® capital with the Communists 
that is possible, and this, too, without de- 
feating the ordinance. We will not do the 
Mayor the injustice of assuming that he is, 
like the Communists; opposed to having 
railroads enter the city, nor do we suppose 
that he shares the idea that Chicago is a fin- 
ished city; that it bas railroads enough; 
that it has all the business it wants to do; 
aud that, instead of building more roads and 
having them come to this city with their 
business, there should be a wall built around 
the city to keep out any increase of trade or 
population. The Mayor, perhaps, will inti- 
mate in his message that the railroad com- 
pany shall designate beforehand whose land 
it will purchase, and whose property it will 
want for depots, and what sites or buildings 
suitable for hotels it will favor. There may 
be property-owners interested in having the 
railroad depots built at various sites, from 
Forty-seventh street to Van Buren street, 
and the Mayor may want the Council to in- 
sist in the ordinance that the railway shall 
purchase Surra’s lots, Jonzs’ block, Rontx- 
son's half block, and plant its depot in front 
of some other man’s hotel, saloon, or eating- 
house. 

The City Council have nothing to do with 
any business of this kind. It has the single 
paint to decide, Shall this railway company 
have the right of way into the city, it pur- 


chasing all the property it may need, and 


paying for it? Is the city willing that this 
road shall be built for the use of this com- 
pany and of all other companies who may 
want to run. their trains over its tracks, or 
shall. this road and all other Froads be ex- 
cluded forever from the city limits? If the 
C.uncil is opposed to auy further railroads 
entering the city, then that objection is 
final. If the Council is in favor of admit- 
ting this road, requiring that its tracks may 
be used by other roads, then any objection 
of real-estate owners or agents having prop- 
erty to sell to the company, or real-estate 
benefits to secure, should have no weight or 
influence whatever on the action of the 
Council, and this ordinance should be passed 
without question or delay. It may be un- 
true that the Mayor intends to veto this 
ordinance; and for the character of the cily, 
as well as for that of the Mayor, we hope 
the siory is unfounded in fact. 


GIRLS. 

Girls are like apples,—some sweet, some 
sour, some bitter-sweet. Some girls ripen 
early, and these are a delicious summer fruit ; 
some, like the russet apple, ripen late, and 
these are highly esteemed at the firesids in 
the struggle of life, when the sun of pros- 
perity has hidden his face behind a cloud. 
Some girls never ripen at all, but are shriv- 
eled by the intensity of summer heats, or 
chilled by untimely frosts. Some girls have 
a fine flavor, and others are without . flavor ; 
some are as pungent as the spices of Arabia, 
and others as insipid as an uaripe water- 
melon ; some exhale an intoxicating odor, 
and others are as scentless as an artificial 
flower. As the sun, here and there, steals 
in among the leaves and paints the apple, so 
his ardent kisses flush with a crimson hue 
the cheek of the maiden who dallies with 
him face to face. 

Girls are like the flowers of the field and 
garden. The lily, the daisy, the violet, the 
morning-glory, and the red and the white 
rose have their counterparts in the “‘ rosebud 
garden of girls.” Nor are the gaudy sun- 
flower, the sanguineous peony,and the coarse 
hollyhock wanting to complete the similitude. 
Aud alas! like flowers girls do fade, or—be- 
come artists and disfigure their faces, as 
painters without genius or talent daub canvas, 
in which event they increase in brilliancy 
of color with advancing years. It follows 
that there are girls evolved from the bosom 
of Gop, and girls who are purely creations 
of art,—made by milliners,—cunning com- 
binations of cotton, whalebone, and crinoline. 
Prod them intellectually and there is no 
response. But they are useful toilet articles, 
since they are as impervious to a pin-thrust 
as to awitticism or amoral precept. The 
milliner has protected them against the 
former, as Nature provided them with an in- 
vulnerable armor against the latter. 

When does the child become a girl? With 
her first blush. When does the girl become 
awoman? When she blushes with diffi- 
culty. The word girl is of doubtful origin; 
probably derived from the Greek, perhaps 
from kau, to love.” Nothing could be 
more appropriate or charming than this signifi- 
cation. It is said that the word girl was left 
in England by the Romans. It is of small 
consequence, however, what the word signi- 
fied to the Romans or the Britons 1,800 years 
ago, since its meaning now is well settled. 
If then it signified to love,” it now means 
to rule. The arms of a girl are chains 
stronger than cables, and she has only to 
interlace her fingers to-rivet the chains about 
the neck of papa. From that moment he 
is a prisoner held captive to be kissed, and 
not to be released without the coveted com- 
position, 

The ranks of girlhood are full of ideals 
more bewitching than thé Virginia of Sr. 
Pierre, the Graziella of LamartTing, the 
Margaret of Gorruxr, the Maud of Ternwy- 
son, or the Germalne of Apovut. It is the 
misfortune of art that in its best estate it 
can only approach Nature; and where in all 
the realm of creation has Nature shown such 
prodigality as in forming thegirl? Toemerge 
from girlhood is to become f woman, and to 
become a woman is to become artful—more 
or less, It is possible, therefore, to depict 
woman, since she is a work of urt, with here 
and there a touch of nature, because she has 
ceased to be inimitable, having ceased to be 

natural. But the girl is kaleidoscopic. Fresh 
from the hand of Nature, like the wild flower, 
she is beaten down by the storm, swayed by 
the wind, and revived by the sun. She is 
passionate, turbulent, remorsefal, — 
au 
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tender, all within a brief hour. Oxo 
moment as imperious as Casar, the nex’ 
she is in despair and weeps’ convulsively 
like a child deprive’ of its rattle. From 
indulgence in fits of obstinacy, injustice, 
aud censoriousness, she glides quickly to the 
opposit extreme of humble cornpliance, all- 
embracing mercy, and boundless charity. 
Her transformations of temper and charac- 
ter are like flashes of lightning which leave 
no trace behind. Sue is an epitome of Na- 
ture which is both beneficent and malevo- 
lent, and hence incomprehensible to mortals. 
She is a creature of emotion, sentiment, 
passion, but without the logical faculty, and 
consequently without ambition or responsi- 
bility. Should reason dawn upon her mind 
she would instantly pass from the estate of 
gerlhood to that of womanhood. But she 
simply feels and desires, and remains a girl, 
—a divine caprice, an enigma. LAaMaRTINE 
describes the effect upon his Graziella of 
his reading of Paul and Virginia“: I 
felt the warmth of her breath on my hand. 
Her tresses trembléd on my brow. Two or 
three scalding tears which had trickled down 
her cheeks blotted the page close by my 
fingers,” 

Girls do not think; they dream—dream 
of love as an episode, a diversion, a frolic, a 
mad prank ; of matrimony as a comedy en- 
acting on the stage a little way removed from 
their seats in the dress-circle, in which they 
may one day play a part. But if it actually 
threatens, their hearts flutter, their eyes 


as from au impending undefined, mysterious 
danger. They do not, however, cease to 
sport, toy, and trifle with the menacing fate 
which presents itself in the alluring shape 
of a too-ardent youth. 


There is a magnificent woman at the 
piano. She is tall, queenly! She touches 
the keys, not only with rare grace, but with 
the force of confident mastery. Approach- 
ing to turn the music-leaves, you discover 
that she is a girl scarcely 18. Her 
hair is tawny, resembling the lion’s mane 
tanned by the sun; her complexion neither 
fair nor dark,—a mingling of conflicting 
shades ; her eyes cool gray, emitting a sub- 
dued light like the aurora of an early May 
morning; her mouth firm. Rising from 
the instrument, which still vibrates 
with the dying waves of the melo- 
dy she has evoked, she receives a 
shower of congratulations rather haughtily, 
moving meanwhile in the throng with a de- 
gree of automatic precision which suggests 
an exquisitly-adjusted, powerful piece of 
mechanism. She has studied and wrought un- 
der the great masters until the piano has 
become as essential to her as the horse to 
the rider. By and by she will play upon the 
heartstrings of some poor fellow, and when 
they cease to give forth the right sound she 
will toss her head and complain that the ac- 
tion of the instrument is bad! By her side 
stands a rosy-cheeked blonde girl with half- 
serious, half-laughing blue eyes, and pouting 
red lips. Her flaxen hair, too abundant for 
control, rebelliously bursts its feiters, and 
caresses her neck and face as the spray plays 
about the prow of the yacht as it cleaves 
the briny waves. This is an apple of the 
finest flavor, a rose whose heart distills the 
very essence of love. In the window-seat 
yonder sits a giri of 19, with raven-black 
hair, and eyes as dark as Erebus. A 
roguish smile plays upon her lips 
as she trifles with a gray-headed 
bachelor of 45. She professes a penchant 
for widowers, and the bachelor sighs. She 
declares that New York is her ideal of Para- 
dise, and that she would cheerfully marry a 
New Yorker for whom she felt not the ieast 
affection for the pleasure of living in that 
earthly Elysium, and the bachelor groans, for 
he lives in St. Louis, She laughs a wicked 
laugh and trips lightly across the room to 
embrace the beautiful blonde, and the bach- 
elor gets red in the face and becomes 
apoplectic with rage as he realizes that he 
has been made the sport of a mischievous 
girl. 

The paradise of girls is the house whose 
roof shelters half a dozen, more or less. 
They bloom with health, bubble over with 
‘laughter, set the table in a roar” with 
keen witticisms, and make the drawing-room 
echo with music aud song. To be ill in that 
house, to have your fevered brow bathed by 
the soft, white hand of one of these girls, is 
the acme of earthly bliss. They remind one 
of TEXNTSsOx's brook : 

„steal by lawns and grassy plots, 
I slide by hazel Covers; 
I move the sweet forget me-nots 
That grow for happy lovers. 

But girlhood does not escape the universal 
law of Nature; it. is the subject of perversion, 
travesty, and burlesque. There are girls 
rendered hideous by Nature, end girls made 
more hideous still by the arts of foolish 
mothers; girls who simper, girls who pout, 
girls who fume and fret, girls who tread 
softly and purr like a kitten, and ‘girls who 
have the voice of a stentor and the stride of 
a grenadier, and girls who pull the ears and 
pinch the arms of little children—Gop help 
them, or, rather, their destined husbands | 
It is pleasant to turn from all these to the 
girl who hugs and kisses babies; she is 
worthy to ony the mother of twins, and 
to preside over'& future paradise of girls. 

In the rosebud garden of girls there is 
a queen rosebud,—a paragon of girlish ex- 
cellence at 20,—the pearl of pearls, a diamond 
without flaw— 

9 ** Roses are her cheeks, 

And a rose her mouth.” 

Her eyes are large and lustrous, dark, 
deep blue, veiled with the faintest, softest, 
imaginable trace of gray;—a combination 
possible only to the divine alchemy of 
Nature; face small, oval; head of the CLxo- 
PaTRA shape; hair abundant and ef a reddish 
brown, drawn back and knotted after the 
Grecian model, revealing small, exquisite 
ears, which rival the pink see-shell in hue 
and transparency.

HOW THE LAW is DEFIED IN CHICAGO. 
There was a shameless defiance of law in 


one of the Justice Courts in this city last 
Thursday. The case in hand was the gold- 
brick” swindls that had been successfully per- 
petrated upon the pawnbroker Farepsere, 
who was the organizer of the robbery which 
resulted in the murder of Officer Race. Two 
or three rascals, sharper than Farmpsere, 
persuaded him that they had in their posses- 
sion a brick of solid gold, which they repre- 
sented as having been stolen from a rich 
miner, Farrepsere negotiated for this brick, 
believing it to be gold, and knowing that it 
was stolen if it was gold; finally he paid 
about $2,700, took his brick home, and 
found it to be a worthless alloy. Then he 
went to the police, and the perpetrators 
of the swindle were put under arrest. 
The public had no sympathy with Fu- 
perc, put wanted the opportunity im- 
proved to punish a couple of dar- 
ing and dangerous scoundrels. When 
the case came up in the Justice’s Court on 
Thursday, Farzppere@ coolly announced that 
he had settled it, and refused to testify. It 
came out that he had received back $1,500 of 
his money upon agreement that he would 
not prosecute. The case was thereupon dis- 
missed, though the Presiding Justice and the 
Prosecuting Attorney on the part of the city 
professed great indignation at the turn it had 
taken. 

This case ought not to be dropped at this 
point. Itis altogether too gross an insult 
to public morals to be passed over, The 
nature of the prosecution ought to be 
changed so as to reach Farepserc. That 
course would command more public sympa- 
thy than did the prosecution of the men who 
swindled FDEA. The law provides as a 
penalty for compounding a crime a fine in 
‘double the sum or value of the 
thing taken as a consideration for 
suspemding prosecution. This would assess 
a fine of $3,000 upon the scoundrelly pawn- 
broker, which would be a more severe 
punishment to him than three years’ impris- 
onment at hard labor, There is another 
statute under which the entire disreputable 
gang can be reached. The law provides that, 
if two or more persons conspire together to 

an illegal act (as was the case when 
BERG negotiated with the confidence- 
men to buy what he believed to be a stolen 
brick of gold), the guilty shall be imprisoned 
in the Penitentiary not more than three years 
or fined not exceeding $1,000. It ought not 
to be a difficult matter to secure the testi- 
mony of the confidence-men or of the go- 
between who finally effected the settlement, 
and their evidence would convict Foa, 
the guiltiest of all, and thus at last place this 
wretch behind the bars, where he ought to 
have been long ago. 

If the Justice and the City Prosecuting 
Attorney were honest in their professed in- 
dignation at Faruppzre’s refusal to testify in 
the original case, they will take stéps to 
bring him before the Oriminal Court upon 
one or both of the two charges we have in- 
dicated. The interest of public morals de- 
mands this, and the State's Attorney will 
scarcely refuse to prosecute the case with the 
utmost energy. ‘There is an indictment, we 
believe, hanging over this same FariepBereG 
for the share he had in the burglary which 
resulted in Odlicer Racz’s death; he ought, 
by right, to have been indicted for the mur. 
der, for which he was chiefly responsible, If 


‘there is no way of ridding society of such an 


infamous and utterly disgusting wretch as 
this FrarepBere is, there is either a defect in 
our laws or a negieet of duty on the part of 

the criminal authorities that demands re- 
form. 

The Gothenburg system of dealing with the 
liquor question is rational, and deserves a trial 
in this country. It is based on two gr prin- 
ciples: First, that spirits shall not be sold for 
private profit, the whole gain accruing to the 
public treasury; and, secondly, that the aim of 
the autoorities shall be to discourage the con- 
sumption of Spirits as far as possibie. The 
Gothenburg system was introduced in Stock- 
nolm in October, 1877, and it is said already to 
have been attended with most favorable re- 
suits. The condition of Sweden,so far as in- 
temperance is concerned, has been steadily im- 
proviug during the past twenty-five years. Prior 
to 1835 the sale of liquors Was unchecked, the 
public debauchery aud jicentiousness were fright- 


ful, and the moral ruin of the people seemed 
‘impending. In 1855 a Licensing act was passed. 


It forbade che sale of liquors by the glass, ex- 
cept when taken with meals actually eaten on 
the premises; shut up the public houses on 
Sundays aud after 10 clock at night; and per- 
mitted no brandy to be offered for sale within 
three-quarters of a mile of an auction or fair. 
‘Fhe Gochenburg system lately adopted ig an 
improvement of this Lisenswg act. It is the 
belief of the authorities that, if the profits of 
the liquor trailic are absorbed by the public 
treasury, and the motives to increase the sales 
so diminished, intemperance will be to a Still 
greater extent prevented. 


The superstition in regard to mad-stones is 
well-rooted in the popular imagination, and has 
the right to be. It is very ancient. Pury 
gives its history, for it was old even in his day, 
and it bas bardly shown any diminution since. 
The men recently bitten by a dog supposed to 
be rabid in this city have been anxious te get at 
amad-stone. One of them bas gone to Indiana 
for the purpose, and the others would be glad 
to do so if they Nad the means. Now, it is as 
capable of demonstration as anything can be 
that no stone, mad“ or o:herwise, can ha ve 
power to heal in a genuine case of rabies. 
Poison cannot be extracted from the system by 
such simple means. But it may weil 
be that belief in the efficacy of the 
remedy accomplishes the cure. The imag- 
nation often plays an important part 
in causing or preventing disease, as Dr. WLan 
HAMMOND has lately shown; and there is De® 
reason in the nature of things why an imaginary 
ease of hydrophobia should not be relieved by 
the application of imaginary remedies. It is an 
odd fact that stones taken from the stomachs 
of deer are supposed to be especially powerful 
in extracting poisong, and were so in ancient 
times, though it is aifflicult to conceive why this 
beast, in preference to any other, should be op- 
posed to poison. *

TELEGRAPH WAR. 


A Lively Time in Buffalo, 
Bpvecial Disnatch to The Tribune. 

Borravo, N. I., Sept. 13.—As the readers of 
Tun TRIBUNE are aware, a new telegraph com- 
pany was organized in New York, koown as the 
American Union Compaq, some time ago, The 
Company at once began to push their work 
through. The Western Union fought them, how- 
ever, throughout the State, and po pole was put 
up but it encountered opposition. The most 
decided opposition was made in this city, and 
the Western Union have exerted every effort to 
defeat the new Company in gaining a gract 
froin the city to put up poles, but the American 
Union was successful. The latter organization 
erected their poles notwithstanding the obstacles 
tbrown in their way by the Western Union people. 
‘The poles were cut down and the wires were 
clipped iu the night time, ere. A must deter- 
mived fight was shewo when the American 
laborers on Friday reached the corner of Seneca 
and Pearlstreeis. Here the American meu put 
up a sixty-five-foot pole so as to pass over 
the wires of the Western Union Company. 
Alter getting the vole up Friday night they left 
for home. At midnight the same evening the 
manager of the Atnerican Soion learned that 
the Western Union was boisting new poles about 
twenty feet either side of the sixty-tite-loot 
pole.

THE INGERSOLL CONVENTION. 

CrNi NAT, O., Sept. 18.—The Ingersoll Con- 
vention met here this moroing with nearly 
200 delegates in attendance. Addresses were 
delivered by the Hon. Elizur Wright, President 
of the League, and by Prof. Toohey, of Boston, 
after which a committee was appointed to 
nominate officers, and the mecting then ad- 
journed tul 2 o’clock. . 

At the afternoon session, resolutions were 
adopted demanding free transportation through 
the mails of all books, pamphiets, and papers, 
irrespective of the religious, irreligious, political, 
and scientific views they may contain, so that 
the literature of science may be placed on an 
equality with that of superstition; opposing the 
Gissemipation through the mails or any other 
means, of obscene literature, whether inspired“ 
or *‘uolospired,” and expressing contempt for 
its authors and disseminators; demanding 
t.. e repeal of the laws regarding obscene litera- 
ture until certain passages in the Bible are ex- 
punged; pledging memselves to use their influ- 
ence for candidates for public offices who will 
publicly declare for the absolute secularization 
of the Government; and recommend that 
State and auxiliary leagues act together on vo- 
litical questions. 

The President of the League was authorized 
to call a National Convention at his discretion 
to nominate candidates for President and Vice- 
President in 1880. 

The Convention will meet again to-morrow.

BILKING. 


Potter Palmer Sued by a Boarder 
Who Did Not Pay, 


And Who Was Deprived of His Coat, 
and Temporarily of His Liberty. 


A Cencise Summary of the Law on This 
Interesting Point. 


Albert T. Hall, a resident of Michigan City, 
brought suit yesterday in the Circuit Court 
against Potter Palmer, for assault, claiming 
damages to tbe amount of $5,000. Hall says 
that on the 4th inst. be was roughly assaulted 
by employes of the house, that his coat and 
hat were taken from him, and that he was 
locked in the engine-room of the hotel for seven 
hours. 

A reporter called at the Palmer House last 
evening to ascertain 

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STORY. 
Mr. Stevens, the cashier, said that Hall ar- 
rived at the hotel on the 3rd inst., and register- 
ed from Michigan City, Ind. He was very 
familiar with all the attacbes of the house, ad- 
dressing them by their given names, and was 
immediately spotted by Jesse Hipple as a 
„% beat.“ He called for a meal-ticket, which was 
given him, and, finding that he had no 
baggage, a man was put on his 
track. He remained in the dining-room 
over an hour, and appeared to have a ravenous 
appetite. The next morning he spproached the 
desk and told Stevens, confidentially, that he 
was a little short at the time, but would “make 
it all right.“ This was not satisfactory, and he 
was placed in the porter’s room for some hours, 
his coat being taken for security, until a friend 
of his, who resided on the West Side, could be 
notified of his plight. The friend did pot ap- 
pear, and Hall wasreleased, minus his coat. 
He appeared the next evening clad in a duster, 
and requested the coat, but it was not given 
him. Nothing nas heen heard from him since, 

Until the advent of the reporter, no one in 
the house knew of the suit. The clerks ap- 
peared to be highly amused at what they term- 
eda joke,“ and said that they would make it 
warm for Mr. Hall.

remained wholly due to him, and, because 
Sunbolf and the others would ot, and 
refused to leave with or g.ve any pledge 
or security whatever to him for the payment 
of that sum, and be (that is, Alford) could not 
procure or obtain from them, or avy or either of 
them, any ocher pledge or security than the 
said coat mentioned, he (che said Alford) at the 
time mention did gently lay his bands on 
Sunbolf to r event him going and departing 
from the said ino without nis or the other per- 
sons vayivg the said 11 shillings and 3 pence, or 
giving him some pledge or security for 
it; and he did then, for the  pur- 
pose of acquiring such security or pledge, 
to a gentle and necessary degree, lay his hands 
upon Sunbolf, and strip and bull the said coat 
irom and off him, the same being a reasonable 
pledge or security in that behalf, and then 
placed the same in the said inn, wherein he had 
thence thitherto kept and detained the same as 
such pledge avd security, for the said debt of 


eleven shillings and three pence, being 
wholly due and unpaid to bim; and, 
therefore, he (Alferd) suffered and 


permitted Sunbolf and the others to go and de- 
part from the saidinn: and oo the occasion 
atoresaid he necessarily and unavoidably, to a 
small degree, shook and pulled about Sunbolf; 
and these were the acts complained of.’

The work of rebuilding and enlarging the Manis- 
tee tug Caroline Williams has been 80 far com- 
pleted that she will be enabled to return to her 
home port for service to-morrow. Ten feet have 
been added to the length, and nine inches to the 
depth, of the Williams. Her length over all 
is now nearly ninety feet. Besides she has re- 
ceived new frames throughout, and new outside 
plank, ceiling, rail, stanchions, covering-board, 
deck, deck beams, and upper works. The pilot- 
house is the only old work remaining in sight. 
This virtually makes her an entirely new craft. 
The boiler and engine-house received repairs to 
the extent of $1,500. This, with the rebuild of 
the hull, will constitute a total outlay of $5, 300 on 
the tug. Her vresent draft of water is five inches 
leas than formerly. It is anticipated that she will 
prove not only faster. but a much better beavy- 
wéutber boat than ever before. & The enlargement 


is calculated to enable her to carry coal for 
a six dave’ voyage. The Williams will engage 
in harbor towing at Munistee, as usual, 
and wrecking at the lower end of the lake 
whenever her services may de required. 
Capt. Charles Gnewutch will be in command as 
usual. He has nad charge of the work upon her 
here. 

Capt. Kirtland telegraphed last evening from 
Racine for timber and ship-carpenters, the Levia- 
than having carried away a tow-post in palling at 
the Allegneny. ‘The telegram conveyed the grati- 
fying information that the tug had succeeded in 
moving the Allegheny, and would continue at 
work while the water remained smooth, notwith- 
stauding the partial disability resulting from the 
loss of tae tow-post.

IRELAND IN PARLIAMENT, 


British Tory Scheme to Cut Down Irish 
Representation. 
London Times, Sept. 1. 


It is not, perhaps, surprising that the repre 
sentation of Ireland should be at present 
studied with a not too kindly interest by Eu- 
glisb politicians. A section of the Irish mem. 
bers, presuming upon the tolerance of Parlis- 
ment and coercing the timid - weakness of the 
more reasonable among their own colleagues, 
have exerted ail their ingenuity to prove that 
the working of the legislative machine can be 
stopped by deliberate and unscrupulous obstrue- 
tion. These efforts were not altegether succegs- 
ful; bat they have done much mischief and 
caused mucn indignation. Bat our indignation 
must not mislead us into inequitable and im- 
practicable projects. The contention thet the 
representation of ireland is excessive and ought 
to be diminished may find a hasty acceptance 
among those whose patience has been sorely 
tried by the proceedings in the House of Com- 
mons of Mr. Parnell and his little clique of 
imitators. But the question, if it is to be raised 
at all, can only be decided upon its merits. It 
may be true that Ireland bas pat her repre- 
sentative rights to a perverse and injurious use, 
but certainly we shall not for that reason enter- 
tain any proposal for abolisumg or diminisbmg 
those righie. Nevertheless, it is plain that 
some notion of dealwmg out retributive justice 
in this manner was present in the miads of the 
correspondents who have lately advocated iu our 
columus a reduction of the proportion of Par- 
liamentary members assigned to Ireland. 

But, though the desire to cripple the forces of 
the Ovstructionists was probably at the root of 
the original suggestion, our correspondents pro- 
fess themselves willing to argue the question on 
grounds of political jastice und expediency. On 
those grounds we are prepared to entertain it; 
but the reasons alleged in favor of a reduction 
of the Irisa represeutation from 105 to 80 mem- 
bers appear to us eimer irrelevavt or inconciu- 
sive. At the time of the Union, Great Britain 
had a population of 10,834,000, and Ireland a 
population of 5 O0. the latter Kingdom 
obtained 100 members as its share of represent - 
ation in the Imperial Parliament, while Eu- 
giand and Scotland had 553. It is now contended 
that because Ireland has, according to the last 
census, only 5,411,000 inhabitants, while En- 
Claud and Scotland nave not less than 26,072,000, 
the Irish representation ought to de 
brougnt down to the same proportion 
as in 1801. It is true that those 
who advocate this change do not themselves ap- 
ply their principles with rigorous accuracy; 
o.herwise they would insist ou a reduction not 
to eighty, but to fifty members. On a rough 
calculation, Ireland in 1801 had one-third of we 
popuiation of the United Kingdom, and less 
than one-tifth of the representation. Now 
tuereſore. when she has less than one-sixta. 
the population, her representation ougat to be 
reduced by more than one-half. The difficulty 
arises from the assumption that the 
fixed at the Union is sacred, or scientific, or for 
some other reason immutable. The truth is 
tbat it was settled by mere rule of thumb, with 
with some iadefinit notion that ireland, a3 the 
poorer country and as contributing less abun- 
dantly to the Imperial Exchequer, ought to have 
a smaller share of power ia me Siate. ‘The 
same principles of representation orevailed 
nearly a century before, when the union with 
Scotiand was carried out. But it has long ago 
deen abandoned. ‘the Reform ‘ills iotrodgced 
between 1832 and 1867 repeatediy raised the 
question of granting a larger share of political 
power to oproperty-holders and taxpayers. 
Philosophical writers put forward . elaborate 
pleas for pluralicy voting. Fancy franchises 
were devised by ingenious persons in and out of 
Parliament. In 1867 the issue was brougut to 
the test of debate, and it was incontestadly 
shown that no party in the State was willing to 
identify itself with a theory so incompatibic 
with modern and democratic ideas as that of 
giving distinct political predominance to proper- 
ty. ‘the Reform act of that year 
principle that large D popaila- 
tion qualified according to a Standard fixed 
designediy almost as low as possible, 
could claim to be represeated in Parliament by 
the mere right of numbers, without refereace 
to property, or revenue contributions, or even 
education. Many thought then, and may think 
Still, chat the policy adopted by Pariia nent was 
mistaken, but itis idie to think of reversing it 
new. and it would be flagrantiy unjust to set it 
aside in Ireland while maintaluing it ia this 
country. It we representation of Ireland is to 
be revised, as our correspondents argue, the re- 
vision must be conducted upon the principles 
adopted by Parliament in 1867, and not wish 
superstitious defereuce for a precedent set 
eighty years ago, when the political coodjtions 
were woolly different. We have to ask wnecher 
lretand, with her present population, is 
over-represented in the House of Commons upon 
the system applied twelve years since to the re 
distribucion of seats in England. ‘The plain an. 
swer is given io a Parliamentary paper published 
in 1870, which suows that, wulle the exist 
representation (not excepting the vacant seats 
of England is 400. of Scotland 60, and of Irel 
105, the prover saare of each, according to pod 
ulation, is 476 members for Eugland, 70 tor 
land, and 112 for Ireland. ;

Ihe idea of apo! — 
different weirbts and measures to the 
representative system because Irish members 
are troublesome and Irish constijucacies 
uuwise may ve at once dismissed. The 
arguments drawa from wie poverty 

iguorance of the Iris people have lost tei 
relevancy since 1867. We do not put a 0 
poverty, or ignorance, or _political foily in Stoke 
on-T'reat, or tine lower Hamlets, or Glasgow; 
why should we do so iu the sister island! II we 
Trish themselves are desirous to secure 8 
distribution of the political power whieh is nor 
wasted; or worse, in the small pvoroughs, We do 
not see any ovjection. But while it is possible 
to divide the existing number ot repr 
among the Irish population according to me 
principles of numerical equality. we must reject 
proposals for depriving Ireland of any s¢at® 
even those now assi to places like ror 
ington, New Ross, and Dungarvan.

THE SEASON’S WORK. 

Never since the organization of the League 
has there been a season’s Diay that approached 
in interest the present one. Heretofore the 
contest between the various clubs for the na- 
tional championship, although exciting for the 
first half of the season, has lost much of its in- 
terest during the latter part of each year by 
reason of the fact that someteam bas invariably 
proved itself so much superior to ail the others 
as to make its final success a matter of almost 
absolute certainty several weeks before the close 
of the season. In 1876 the White Stockings 
walked over and trampied upon everything in 
the shape of a ball-club that came in their way. 
Previous to that year, Boston had won the pen- 
nant easily for several successive seasons, and 
in 1877 — 1878 repeated ber triumphs of for- 
mer years. 

This season there wasachange. The increase 
of the League members bid to eight cl abs created 
a greater demand for first-class plavers, and as 
a natural consequence the ball talent of the 
country was more evenly distributed than it had 
ever before been. The defection of George 
Wright and others from the Boston camp weak- 
ened that organization in a marked degree, and 
the almost universal opinion was that Harry 
Wright’s team would be, to use a racing term, 
„nowhere when the final struggle came. 
Providence, which had attained such a credita- 
ble position in 1878, was made stronger than 
ever by the acquisition of George Wright and 
other noted pavers, while Cincinnati went in 
oo the regardiess-of-expense principle to secure 
a nine that would beat the World. As soon as 
the personnel of the nines for 1879 was 
settled, the base-ball sharps and propbets 
began their annual bleating. With one 
accord they awarded first and second posi- 
tions to Providence and Cincinnati, with 
the last-named a slight choice, while Boston and 
Buffalo were considered certain to be third and 
fourth. Chicago was not taken into account at 
all dy these wiseacres, While Syracuse, Cleve- 
lind, and Troy were known to be inoberently 
flabby, and incapable of making a good fight. 

The close of the first month’s play saw all 
these predictions swept to the winds. Chicago 
went to the front at the start, and sta ed there 
easily until Anson, its Captain and controlling 
element, was taken so seriously ill as to necessi- 
tate a total cessation of play on his part. 
Previous to this Larkin had incapacitated him- 
self for play by injudicious conduct, and, as a 
result, the team suddenly found itself minus a 
Captain and piteber. Repairs were made as 
best they could be, and the boys started Kast to 
fulfill their engagements here. 

In the meantime Provideoce had played a 
strung, steady game and been favored with the 
vest of luck. ‘The Boston team, which went to 
pieces early in the race, and at one time ap- 
peared to be completely demoralized, was taken 
in hand by Harry Wright, aud by steady, care- 
ful play hes fought its way into second place, 
with a chance to Unten ahead of all competitors. 
On the 230, 2th, öh. Vth, Wth, and 30th of 
the present mooth Boston and Providence will 
come together in atinal series of six games, and, 
should po untoward event occur between now 
and then, it is safe to say thatthe club which 
wins amajority of them will fly the champion- 
ship pennant next season. Chicago is a very 
close third, and, altoough not showing 
much quality of late when pitted against 
either of the leading teams, is still 
liable to walk through such places 
as Troy, Cleveland, and Buffalo witb an almost 
clean record of victories. This week the games 
to be played are as follows: To-morrow the 
Cincinnatis and Bostons play at Boston, the 
Clerel nds and Providence at Providence, and 
the Troys and Buffalos at ‘roy. Wednesday, 
the Bostons and Clevelands play at Boston, the 
Cipcinnatis and Providence at Provideoce, and 
the Troys and Chicagos at Troy. Friday and 
Saturday the same cinbs play at the same 
places as on Wednesday. 

lt will be seen that the White Stockings bave 
an easy row to hoe, as the Troys cannot be 
considered a first-class team, and Flint's men 
should win every game from them. It is not 
probable that Providence or Boston will play 
badly enough to lose their respective positions, 
so that next week. when they play against each 
other. it will be a fight forthe final lead. It is 
useless to deny that the feeling in 
Chicago as between these teams is all 
in favor of Boston. The relations 
between the officers of the Chicago and 
Boston Clubs have always been of the most 
friendly nature, and, while there is no particular 
sentiment bere against Providence, still the 
well-known honesty and fairness of he Boston 
Ciub and its players tends to prejudice people 
in its favor. 

It will be readily seen that nothing but luck 
can make Chicago finish in front of Providence 
and Boston. Should those teams receive a set- 
back this week, and then divide the series be- 
tween themselves pretty evenly, the White 
Stockings might, by very good play, show to 
the fore. The misfortune of losing Anson at a 
most critical stege of the seasor’s play was one 
that could not be ſoreseen or remedied. It was 
like taking a leg from a race-horse, and was but 
a continuation of the bad luck that has followed 
the Ciub—with the exception of 1876—ever 
since its organization. 

Whatever the result of the season’s play may 
be, it can make no change in Chicago’s plans for 
next vear. There will be a first-class team here, 
with Capt. Anson at the head of it and Flint for 
cateber. Ocherwise no definite arrangements 
have been made. 


CAPT. ANSON. 

Two weeks ago to-day Tug Trisune pub- 
lished a dispatch from Capt. Anson, of the 
White Stockings, stating that his health was im- 
proving. Since that time every day has wit- 
nessed a change for the better, and last Thurs- 
day President Hulbert received a letter from 
Anson, in which he said that, since reactiing his 
home in Marshalltown, 18., he had gained ten 
pounds in weight, and considered himself fully 
recovered. On the day the letter was written 
he was to start on a hunt for prairie-chickeus. 
and expected to be absent until to-dar. He 
will join the Wulte Stockings at Marsballtown 
on their way to California, they leaving Chicago 
Oct. 3, for a month’s trip to the Pacific slope. 
There could be no more gratifying news to those 
interested in dase-ball than that Anson is bim- 
self again. |

Derrorrt, Mich., Sept. 18.—A mixed wrestling 
match between Col. J. H. McLaughlin, of this 
city, and Thiebaud Bauer, to-vight, aroused ex- 
ecptional interest on account of the somewhat 
sensational events which preceded it, and the 
stubborn and scientific manver in which it was 
contested. It is well known in sporting 
circles that a feeling akin to personal 
eomity has existed between the men for 
some time past. in New York last winter a 
personal collision was narrowly averted, and 
the Wricht and Christal match in this city a 
fortnight ago led to a wordy dispute, resulting 
in tne exchange of blows. This added fuel to 
the rivalry, and to-night’s contest attracted a 
crowd which completely filled Whitney's Opera- 
House. 

According to the conditions agreed upon, 
three different kinds of wrestiing were com- 
biped in the contest. The first was the collar 


and elbow, at which Col. McLaughlin is an ac-

ALLEGED BRUTALITY. 


Many people will remember the story of 
Eugene Pratt, a young boy who was 
locked up ian aé freient car Dec. 14 
last. and was released six days 
after frozen so terribly that it de- 
came necessary to amputate both his limbs. 
After tbree months’ sickness he was able to 
move about with crutches on his nearly useless 
stumps. Since thattime he has earned a pre- 
carious living, being assisted by friends, his late 
father having been somewhat well known in 
this city. He now comes to the front witha 
story which, if true, convicts the Armory police 
of shocking brutality. His statement is as fol- 
lows: 

Thursday evening, about 6 o’clock, I was 
taken sick with the fever and ague at the corner 
of LaSalie and Monroe streets. A gentleman 
who was passing dy took piivon me and col- 
lected $1.05 with which to get a room in a hotel. 
i went to the corner of Monroe and Clark 
streets, when 1 became so sick that I 
could go no further. A policeman 
was standing on the opposit§ corner, 
and I sent a boy to him to ask him to get an ex- 
pressman ana help me away. To the messenger 
he said, “‘ Tell him to go to bell.“ and went off 
without paving any attention tome. Soon an- 
other policeman came along, and, after making 
sure that I had some money, hailed ab express- 
wagon and drove me to tne St. Luke’s Hospital. 
There was no room there, and then police- 
man insisted on driving me to the ory. 1 
was thrown out of the wagon tothe sidewalk, 
carried into the station, and, without being al- 
lowed to make a statement, thrown down- 
stairs, terribly wrenching my stump and making 
me nearly wild with pain. The policeman fol. 
lowed me and tried to take my money away. I 
resisted. and be tore at my hands until the skiu 
was scratched and I was oblieed to give 
it up. I made some noise in the cell, 
wanting to get out, and was cursed by 
the turnkey, and told that if I didn’t 
shut up that I would be put into a dungeon. In 
the morning 1 was let go without anv charge, 
amd the balance of my money, after paying the 
expressman, handed me. A large crowd saw 
the actions of the policeman at Clark and Mon- 
roe streets.“ 4 

Pratt further savs that while he does not 
know the names of the officers who maitreated 
him, he knows their faces, and will fiod out who 
they are. He proposes to lav a complaint be- 
fore Acting-Superintendent O'Donnell to-mor- 
row. 

THE PROTECTION. 

Another disgusted policy-bolder in the late 
Protection Life writes to know why he and his 
fellow-unfortupates are again assessed, and if 
the present assessment is tobe the last, or 
whether it is to be followed up by others. He 
would also like to know whether it is to pay 
the liabilities of the stockholders. He also 
states that many policy-holders, convinced 
of the rottenness of the concern, withdrew 
from it years before it failed. Since their poli- 
cies, by their express terms, became void thirty 
days alter failure to pay an assessment, he 
doesn’t see how they can now be treated as 
members and invited to show cause why they 
sbould not be further sssessed. The present 
assessment,—the only one that can be made,— 
it is understood, is made for the purpose 
of paving death-losses which had accrued prior to 
the break-up, and after all other assessments 
had been made. As to the correspondent’s fear 
that the policy-holders are being assessed to pay 
up the stockholders’ liability, there seems to be 
no good reason for that. As to the last ioquiry, 
the correspondent must not forget that the 
Company holds his note. 

DRUNKEN POLICEMEN. 

It is ali right, of course, when one stops to 
think that this is a Democratic Administration, 
but then it looks so odd that one cannot help 
mentioning the fact. A night or two ago a citizen 
inquired at the Armory for the Lieuten- 
ant or Captain. Neither happened to 
be about. The citizen wished to tell them 
how a policeman traveling his beat on State 
street had become intoxicated, and how the po- 
liceman upon an adjoining beat had carried him 
into the alley in the rear of the old Post-Oflice 
ruins, and there laid bim down to sober off. 
Yesterday there wasa policeman in full uni- 
form, and with the figure 2 on his hat, indi- 
cating that he belonged to the Second Precioct, 
in the West Division, loafing about the Armory 
and court-room, so beastiy drunk that he could 
not stand, let alone bold his head up or walk. 
After making a great show of himself, he 
managed to make his way into Engine-House 
No. 10. where some of the firemen cared for 
bim. It is said be has been drunk in the streets 
a half dozen times, but bis politics happen to be 
Democratic. °

for Bedford stone for the columns and pilasters 
of the new City-Hall continues to worry the 

vor and Commissioner Waller. Yesterday 
they were expecting a proposition in writing 
from the attorneys of the ‘contractors, but he 
sent word that he had been callea out of town. 
They then sent for the 3 M — 
Hinsdale responded, but in the absence 
Messrs. Thomtingon & Reed nothing could be 
dove. The Mavor tried to versuade him that it was 
the best thing he could do to sigu the letter vre- 
pared for bim the day de fore, — which was tne 
surrendering of the rights of the contractors,— 
but he could not see it in that light. His action, 
however. it appears. had been antictnated, for 
another document bad been prepared, but it 
was not submitted to bim from the fact that he 
told the Mayor that he was tired of fooling in 
the matter, and had telegraphed to the quarries 
at Bedford instructing the workmen there to 
commence getting out the columns and pilasters 
according to the original contract. This ended 
the interview, but Mr. Hinsdaie promised that, 
if it would be avy satisfaction to his Honor, 
be would have the contractors and their 
attorney around ready for a further talk to- 
morrow morning. 

The situation is very plain, but the Mayor 
does not appear to, or does not want to. sce it. 
The Council asked the contractors what phey 
would substitute granite for Bedfo 
stone fer, and they gave their figures, 
$108,500. This proposition was referred to 
the Building Committee, and they reported 
favorably upon it, and the Council adopted 
their report. The Committee gave as one of 
the reasons for reporting as they did that the 
Bedford stone could not be furnished, and the 
Mayor is taking advantage of this and trying to\ 
pet the contractors to acknowledge as much, 
which they will not do. Such an acknowledge 
ment would be construed by the Mayor to bea 
virtual throwing up of the contract, and, 
knowing it, they refuse to give him 
anv such advantage over them. 
And, failing in this, the Mayor wants 
them to surrender their rights under their con- 
tract and subiect a part of it to a reletting, and 
again they question his wisdom, and will not 
submit, 

Tbus the matter stands, and, however much 
his Honor may desire to have competition in 
putting in the colamns and pilasters, it is very 
plain that ke cannot cet it unless the contractors 
consent, and they will not consent unless it is 
their interest to. They bave the contract for 
the work. which was let to them in competition 
with other bidders, and the most the Mayor cau 
doiu the premises is to veto the order of the 
Council.

They appeared to come into the Theatre as if they were suffering from a load of 
mortgages, and if an actor did succeed in rousing them into a laugh, it was only to see the laugh dwindle into a smile, and 
the moment they a aware of their levity sternness more rigid than ever covered their taces at the idea of sucha 
departure from their normal sobriety.

THE BOSS IMPOSTOR. 
ALEXANDER OF ABONOTICHUS THE WIZARD OF 
THE SECOND CENTURY. 

The Nineleeath Century tor September contains 
a paper by J. A. Froude, the bistoridn, having 
for its title, A Cagliostro of the Second Cen- 
tury.“ in which he gives a condensed but very 
interesting sketch of the ‘supernatural work- 
ers who began making their appearance about 
the time that the Apostles went forth to preach 
salvation to the Gentiles. Asia Minor at that 
time seems to have been their chief breeding- 
place. It was there that Eastern magic eame in 
eotitact with Greek civilization, aud imposture 
was able to disguise itself in the phrases of phi- 


losophy. 
the most remarkable of these adventurers 
was Apollonius of Tvaua. According to Philos- 
tratas, who wrote bis life, he was a hes hen 
Savior, who went about ‘healing the sick, rais- 
ing the dead to life, casting out devils, and 
prophesying future events which afterwards 
came to pass. He was born in Tyava four years 
before the Christian era. H was-educated in 
Tarsus, and must have been à student there 
wheb St. Paul was a little boy runuing about 
the streets.“ He became a water-drinker and 
verotarian, and went into a retreat at the Tem- 
ple of Esculapius at qe, where he remained 
until the death of his father, when he divided 
his property among the poor and traveled to 
India in search of knowledge. He returned with 
some knowledge of Brahminical philosophy and 
an equa’ skill in the arts of indian jugglers. 
With these two possessions he began his career 
as a teacher in the Roman Empire. He preached 
his new religion, and he worked miracles to in- 
duce people to beliere in him. He was at Rome 
in Nero’s time, when Simon Magus and St. Peter 
were there Perbaps tradition hae confused him 
with Simon Magus. In the convulsions which 
followed Nero’s murder, being then an old man, 
he attached himself to Vespasian in Eg pt. 
Vespasian, who sas not without his supersti- 
tions, and himself had been once persuaded to 
work a miracle, is said to have looked kindly on 
bim and patronized bim, and Apollonius blos- 
somed out into glory as the spiritual adviser of 
the Vesvasian dynasty. The cruelties of Domi- 
tian estranged him. He was accused of con- 
spiring with Nerva, and of having sacrificed a 
* child to bribe the gods in Nerva’s interest. He 
was eVen charged with having pretended to be 
a god himself. He was arraigned, convicted, 
and was about to suffer, when he vanished out 
of the hands of the Roman police, to reappear at 
‘Ephesus, where ne soon after died. 

Clearly enough, we are off the ground of his- 
tory in much of tuts. if Anvollonius died at 
Ephesus in Nervu's tite, he was 100 years old 
at least, and must bave been a contemporary 
with St. John there, who is supposed to have 
been writing his Gospel in the same city about 
that very time. 

However that may be, it is certain that after 
his death a temple was raised to Apollonius at 

‘the place of bis birth. and Tyana became a 
privileged city. Simitar honors were assigned 

elsewhere to him as an evidence of the facility 
and completeness with which he had gained 
credit ior his pretended Divine commission. 
The truth about bim 1s probably that he was a 
physician, and had obtained some real kuowl- 
edge of the methods of curing diseases. 

Apollonius, says Mr. Froude, leit behind him 
a school of isuteric disciples, chief of whom was

bose portrait was painted by Lucian, the 
satirist. man of letters, the much-spoken-of and 
little-studied, the most gifted and perhaps the 
purest-hearted thinker outside the Church who 
vas produced under the Roman Empire of the 
second century. He was born at Samosata on 
the Euphrates, about the year 120. He was in- 
tended for ascplptor, but bis quick, discursive 
intellect led bim into a wider fleid. and he spent 
his life as a critic of the spiritual phenomena of 
his * 10 Christianity be paia little atten- 
tion. To him it appeared but as one of the 
many phases of belief which were showing 
themselves among the ignorant and uneducated. 
But it was harmless, and he did not quarrel 
with it. e was one of a small circle of ob- 
servers who looked on such things with the 
eyes of a man of science. Cool-headed, and 
with an_bonest batred of lies, he ridiculed the 
fm pious theology of the established Pagan re- 
hgion; with the same instinct be attacked the 
charlatans who came, like Apollonius, pretending 
to a Divine commission. He was doing the 
Church's work when he seemed most distant 
from it, and was struggling against illusions 
peculiarly seductive to the class of minds to 
‘Whom the Church particularly addressed itself. 
Thus to Lucian we are indebted for cross lights 
upon the history of times which show us how 
and why at that particular period Christ‘anity 
was able to establish itseif. His scientific con- 
temporaries were more antagonistic to it than 
himself. The Celens egainst whom Origen 
wrote bis great Ucfense was Lucian’s intimate 
friend. But if Christianity was incredible and 
offensive to them, men like Apollonius of Tyana 
were infinitly more offensive. Christianity was

- A QUACK AND A SCOUNDREL. 

Besides the treatise-which Origen answered, 
Celeus wrote a book against the magicians. 
Lucian speaks of Apollonius in a letter to Cel- 
sus as if they were both agreed about the char- 
acter of the prophet of Tyapa, and had this book 
survived we should bave perbans found a 
second picture there of Apollonius, which 
would baéve made imoossible the rash parallels 
which have been attempted in modern times. 
The companion-picture of Alexander of Abono- 
tiehus, by Lucian bimself, happily remains. 
When the world was bowing down before this 
ex'r . rascal, Lucia traced out his his- 
tory, and risked bis own life in trying to ex- 
plode the imposture. Though human folly 
proved too strong, and Alexander died, lixe 
_Apolionius, with the supernatural aureole about 
him, Lucian, at the express desire of Ceisus, 
laced on record 4 minute account of the man, 
ucid to the smallest detail. He describes him 
as aservant of the Devil, in the most moderna 
Aense of the word. —not of the prince of the 
wer of the air, as a Christian Father wouid 
described bim, with evil genii at his bid- 
ding, but of the devil of lying and imposture

In the midst of pleasure he bad afi eye for 
business. in Macedonia, aud cspectally about 
Pella, there was at this time @ greet number 
of large harmless snakes. They came into the 
houses, where they were useful in keep- 
ing down rats and mice; they let the 
ebildren play with them; they crept into beds at 
night, and were never intertered with.

Fools, they observed, were 
always craving to Know the ftiture, and would 
listen to any one who pretended to see into it. 
In this way they made much money, and they 
found the art to easy that their views Went higher. 
They proposed to ect ud an oraevlar shrine. of 
their owu which would take the place of Delohi 
and Delos. The pythouesses ov the old-estab- 
lished tripods were growing silent. Apollo, it 
seemed, was tired of attending them, and in- 
quirers were often sent away unsatisfied. There 
was clearly a want io the world, and Alexander 
and his friend thought they saw their way to- 
wards supplying it. 

‘The loss of oracies was not the whole of the 
misfortune. The world was beginning to [feel 
that it had even lost God. The Greek mythol- 
ogy had grown incredible. The Epicureans 
were saying that there was no such thing as 
Providence, and never had been. The majority 
of people were still of a different  opin- 
jon; but they were uneasy, and were feeling 
very generally indeed that, if gods there were, 
they ought to make their existence better 
known. Here was an opportunity, not only of 
making a fortune, but of vindicating the great 
principles of religion and 

BECOMING BENEFACTORS OF HUMANITY. 

They decided to try. Sleight of hand and 
cunning might succeed whed philosophy had 
failed. Wasit said there were no gods! They 
woula produce a god,—a real, visible god, that 
men could feel and ‘handle, that would itself 

ak and give out oracles, and so silence for- 
ever the wicked unbelievers. So far they saw 
their way. The next question was, the place 
where the god was to appear. Coeconas was 
jor Chalcedon, on the Asiatic side of the 
Bosphorus. It was a busv place, almost 
as lull of merchants as Byzantium; — the 
population all busy with speculation, and 
money in any quantity to be made 
there. This was good as far as it went. But 
Chalcedon was too much in the light. The 
pagan gods, as the shrewder Alexander knew, 
were not fond of commercial cities. Christiavity 
throve in the busy baunts of men. Caves, 
mountains, and woods, remote islands, retired 
previncial villag suited better wiih Apollo 
andl Aesculayius. Traders’ wits were sharpened 
with business, and they might de unpleasantly 
eurlous. The simple inbab:tants of the interior, 
Phrygians and Bithynians. Galatians and Cappa- 
docians, would be an easier prey where a repu- 
tation had first to be created; and success de- 
pended on a favorable beginning.. At his own 
Abonotiehus, he told Cocconas that a man had 
only to appear with a fife and dram 
belore bim, and clasumeg a pair 
of cymbals, and the whole population 
would be on their knees before him. 

The better judgment of Alexander carried 
the day. Abonotichus itself was decided on as 
the theatre of operations. Coctonas, however, 
was allowed to introduce Chalcedon into the 
first act of the drama. Esculapius. the best 
believed in of the surviving divinities, was the 
god who was to be incarnated. Joe Smith 
must have read Lucian’s story, and have taken 
a hint from it. In the temple of Apollo at 
Chalcedon, the bold adveaturers —

bearing an ioscription that Apollo and Ascu- 
lapius were about visit Pontus, and 
that Esculapius would 

Abototichus in a bodily 

plates were convenievtly discovered. and be- 
came the talk of the bazars. Merchants going 
and coming spread the story. Asia Minor was 
excited, as well it might be. At the favored 
Abonotichus the delighted people resoived to 
build a temple to receive the god at his coming, 
and they set to work at once, clearing the 
ground for the foundations. 

The train being thus well laid, Alexander had 
no further need of acompanion. Cocconas was 
a vulgar type of rogue, unfit for the decorous 
hvpocrisies which were now to beated. He 
was left behiod on some pretext at Chalcedon, 
where he died, it was said, from a spake-bite, 
and so drops out of sight. The supreme per- 
former returned, with the field to himself. to 
his native town. Lucian describes him 
as he then appeared; tall, majestic, extremely 
handsome, hairlong and flowing, complexion 
fair, a moderate beard, partly bis own and partly 
false, but the imitation excellent, eves large and 
lustrous, and voice sweet and impid. As to his 
character, says Lucian. God graut that I may 
never meet with such another. His cubuing 
was wonderful, bis dexterity matchless, His 
eagerness tor knowledge, bis capacity for learn- 
ing and power of memory Were equally ex- 
traordinary.”’ 


The simple citizens of Abenotichus, on the 
gape already for the coming of a god among 
them, had no chance against so capable a villain. 
They had not seen him sincé the wonderful days 
of his bovbood, when he had been known as = 
famulus of an old wizard. He now presented him- 
self among them, his locks wildly streaming, ina 
purple tunie with a white cloak thrown over it. 
In his hand he bore'a faichion like that with 
which Perseus had slain the Gorgon. He 
chanted a doggerel of Alexandrian metaphysics, 
with monads and triads, pentads and decads, 
playing in anagrams upon his own name. He 
had learnt from an oracle, he said, that Perseus 
wae his mother’s ancestor, and that a wonderful 
destiny had been foretoid for him. He rolled 
his beautiful soit eyes. With the help of soap- 
wort he 

FOAMED AT THE MOUTH 


as if possessed. The poor people had known his 
mother, and bad noconception of her illustrious 
lineage. But there was no disputing with an 
oracle. What an oracle said must be true. He 
was received wich an ovation, all the town bow- 
ing down before him, and be then prepared for 
his next step. 

The'snake throughout the East was the sym- 
bol of Knowledge and immortality. Theserpent 
with his tail in his mouth represented the circie 
of eternity. Ihe serpent in aunually shedding 
its skin was supposed to renew its I{fe forever. 
A sect even of Gnostic Christians were serpent 
worshipers. From the time of the brazen ser- 
pent in the wilderness, it was the special em- 
biem of the art of healing; and, if the divine 
physician ever appeared on earth in visible shape, 
a shake’s was the form which ne might be er- 
pected to assume. 

The snake which bad been bought at Pella 
was now to be applied to its purpose. The mon- 
ster, for it was of enormous size, had accowpa- 
nied Alexander through bis subsequent. ad- 
veutures. It had become so tame that it would 
coil about his body, and remain in any position 
which he desired. He bad made a human face 
out of linen for it, which he had painted with 
extreme ingenuity. The mouth would open and 
shut by an arrangement of horsehair. The 
black forked tongue shot in and out, and the 
creature bad grown accustomed to its mask and 
wore it without objection. 

A full-grown divinity being thus ready at 
band, the intebdine prophet next furnished 
himself with the egg of a goose, opened it, 
cleared out the contents, and placed inside a 
small embryo snake just born. This done, 
be filled the cracks and smoothed 
them over with wax and white- 
lead. Asculapius’ anwhile

tichus. Alexander gwept back to his house 
bearing the divinity in his bosom, the awe- 
struck people foliowing. For a few dars mere 
was a pause, while the tale of what had hap- 
pened spread along the shores of the Black Ses. 
Then, on foot, on mutes, in carts, in boats, mul- 
titudes flecked im from ali direetions to the 
birthplace of A®sculapius. The roads 
were choked with them; we town 
verflowed’ with them. “They bad the 
of men,” as Lucian s,. * bu 
they were as sheep in all besides;—heads an 
hearts empty alike.” Alexander was ready for 
their reception. He had erected a booth or 
tabernacle with a door at each end, and a railed 
passage leading from one door to the other. 
Behind the rail, on a couch in a subdued light, 
the prophet sat visible to every one, the spake 
from Pella wreathed about his meek, the coils 
glittering amidst the foids of bis dress, the 
tail playing on the ground. The head was 
concealed; but occasionally the prophet raised 
bis arm, and then appeared an, awful face, the 
mouth moving,

There it was, the veritable traditionary serpent 
| With thé human counteuanee Which appears i the 
medieval Pict uresof the Temptation ana the Fall. 
The prophet told the spectators that into this 
mysterious being the @mbryo that was found in 
the e¢e had developed in a few davs. The place 
was dark; the crowd which was pressing to be 
admitted was enormous. The stream of wor- 
shipers passed quickly from door to door. 
They could but look and give place to others. 
But a single glance was enougn for minds dis- 
posed to believe. ‘The rapidity of the creature’s 
growth, so far from exciting suspicion, was only 
a fresh evidence of its miraculous nature. The 
first exhibition was so successful that others fol- 
jowed. ‘The first visitors bad been chiefly the 
poor; but as the fame of the appearance spread, 
the higher classes caught the infection. Men of 
fortune came with rich offerings; and so confident 
was Alex under iu their follv, that those who gave 
most iiberall¥ were allowed to touch the scales 
and to look steadily at the moving mouth. So 
well the trick was dove hat Lucian says. Epi- 
eurus himself would have been taken in.” 
‘+ Nothing could save a man but a mind witn the 
firmness of adamant, and fortified by a scientific 
conviction that the thing which he supposed 
bimself to see was a physical im possibility.” 

The wonder was still imperiect. The divinity 
was there, but as yet he had not spoken. The 
excitement, however, grew and soread. All Asia 
Minor was caught with it. The old stories were 
true, then. There were gods after all, and the 
wicked philosopbers were wrong. Heavy hearts 
were lifted up again. From lip to lip the 
blessed message ficw; over Galatia, over 
ith nia, away across the Bosphorus, 
into Thrace and Macedonia. A god, a real one, 
nad been born at Abonolichus, with a serpent’s 
body and the face of a man. Pictures were 
taken of him. Images were made in brass or 
silver, and circulated in thousands. At length 
it was announced that the lips had given an 
articulate sound. 

„Jam Glycon, the sweet one.“ the creature 
had sand, the third blood of Zeus, and the hight 
of the world.”’ 

THE TEMPLE WAS NOW FINISHED. 


Proper accommodation had been provided for 
#Esculapius and his prophet priest; and 
a public announcement. was made that 

„ for a proper consideration, 
auswer any questions which might 
put to him. There was 1 
doubt at first about the tariff. Ampbilochus, 
who bad migrated from Thebes to a shrine in 
Cilicta, and had been prophesying there for ten 
eenturies. charged two obois, or three pence, 
for each oracle; but moner had falten in value, 
and answers directly from a god were in them- 
selves of higher worth. Esculapius, or Alex- 
ander for him, demanded egbt obols, or a shil- 
Img. Days and hours were fixea when ioquirers 
could be received. Ihe were expected to send 
in their names beforehand, and to write their 
questions on a paper or parchment, which they 
might seal up in any way that they pleased. 
Alexander received the packets from their 
hands, and, aiter a day, or sometimes two days, 
restored them, with the answers to the question 
attached. 

People came, of course, in thousands. The 
seals being apparently unbroken, the mere fact 
that an answer Was given of some kind predis- 
posed them to be satisfied withit. El her a 
thin knile-blade made red-nhot had been passed 
under be wax, ora cast of the impression was 
taken in colivrium and a new seal was manu- 
factured. ‘The obvious explanation occurred to 
no one. People in search of the miraculous 
never like to be disappointed. Either they them- 
selves betray their secrets, or they ask questions 
so foolish that it cannot be known whether the 
answer is true or faise. Most of the ifquirers 
came to consult Esculapius about their health, 
and Alexander knew medicine enough to 
be abie generally to read in their faces 
what was the matter with them. Thus 
they were easily satisfied, and went 
away as convioced as when they arrived. ‘The 
pames being given in beforehand, private in- 
formation was easily obtained from slaves or 
companions. 

SHREWD GUESSES WERE MIRACLES, 

when they were correct, and one success out- 
weigoed a hundred failures. In cases of diffi- 
culty the oracular method was always in reserve, 
with the ambiguities of magniloquent nonsense. 
The real strength of Alex nder was in his pro- 
fes#ional skill, which usually was in itself all- 
sufficient. He had aspecial quack remedy of 
his ow, which he prescribed as a panacéa,—a 
kina of plaster made out of goat's fat. To as- 
piring poiiticians, young Wvers, or beirs expect- 
aut, be replied that his fates were undecided, 
and that the event dependedgon the will of Es- 
culapius and the intercessions of his prophet. 

Never was audacity greater or more splendid- 
ly rewarded. The gold ingots sent to Delvhi 
were as nothing compared to the treasures 
which streamed into Abonotichus. Each ques- 
tion was separately paid for, and ten or fifteen 
were not enough for the curiosity of single vis- 
itors. The Work soon outgrew the strength of 
a single man. The prophet had an army of dis- 
ciples, who were munificently paid. They were 
employed some as servants, some as spies, ora- 
cle manufacturers, secretaries, keevers of seals, 
or interpreters of the various Asiatic dialects. 
Each applicant received bis answer in his own 
tongue, to his overwbelming admiration. Suc- 
cess brought trésh ambitions with it. Emiséaries 
were dispersed through the Empire spreading the 
fame of the new prophet; instigatiig fools to 
consult the oracle, and jetting Alexander know 
who they were aud what they wanted. If a 
slave had run away, if a will could not be found. 
if a treasure had been secreted, if a robbery was 
undiscovered, Alexander became the uuiversal 
resource. ‘the air was full of miracles. The 
sick were healed. Ihe dead were raised to lite, 
or were reported and were believed to have been 
raised, which came to the same thing. To be- 
heve was a duty, todoubt was asin. A god had 
come on earth to save a world which was per- 
ishing in skepticism. Simple hearts were 
bounding with gratitude;. and no de- 
votion could wo extreme, and 
no expression of it in the form of offerings too 
extravagant. Esculapius might have built a 
throne of gold for trmself out of the pious 
contributions of the faithful. Being a god, he 
was personally disinterested. *‘Goid and sil- 
ver,” he said through the oracle, were noth- 
ing to him; he commanded only that bis ser- 
* the prophet, should receive the honors due 
o him. 

High favor such as had fallen upon Alexander 
could not be enjored without some drawhacks. 
The world believed, but an envious minority re- 
mained incredulous, and whispered that the 
prophet was a charlatan. The men of science 
persisted that miracies were against nature, and 
that a professing worker of miracles was neces- 
sarily arogue. The Christians, to whom Lu- 
cian does full justice in the matter, regarded 
Alexander as 

A MISSIONARY OF THE DEVIL, 


and abhorred both him and his works. Com- 
binations were formed to expose him. Traps 
were cleverly laid for him, into which all bis 
adroitness could not save bim from occasionally 
falliug. But be bad contrived to éntangle bis 
personal credit in the great r reas questions 
which were agitating mankind, and to enlist in 
his interest the pious side of Paganism. The 
schools of philosophy were divided about him. 
The respectable sects, Platonists, Stoics, and 
Pythagoreans, who believed ina spiritual sys- 
tem underlying the sensible, saw in the mant- 
festation at Abonotichusa revelation in bar- 
mony With their theories. It they did not 
aber 1 beliove, 3 at it as a phenomenon 
use ſu ao which was deny. — 
natural age enying the super 

exander, quick tocatch at the prevailing in- 
fluences, flattered ihe philosoptiers in Wart. 
Pythagoras was made a saint in he calendar. 
He spoke of Pythagoras as the greatest of the

They believed in 
immortality and future retribution, and they 
bad the sympathies with them of the decent 
part of society. Alexander’s instinct led him to 
them as the best friends he could have: and they 
in turu were ready to play into his hands in their 
own interests. By their mystical theories they 
pee the nat victims of illusion. _ Opinio 
adopted out of stujierstition or emotion cann 
be encountered by reason. They are like epi- 
demic diseases which seize and subdue the meo- 
tal constitution. yield only when 
they have their force, and 
are superseded by other beliefs an 
analogous kind.

A pious inquirer was set to ask after the soul 
of Epicurus. Aisculapius answered that Epi- 
curus was in hell, lying in filth, and if ehalas of 
lead. The Pythagoreans clapped their hands. 
Hell, they had always said, was the proper 
place for him; and he was there; the oracle had 
declared it. 

It is very interesting to find two classes of 
men, generally supposed to be so antagonistic 
as the men of science and the Christians, st d- 
ing alone together dgainst the World as the op- 
ponents of alving scoundrel. The explanation 
of their unſon was that each of them bad holdof 
a side of real truth, while the respectable world 
was given over to shadows. The Ppictiréeans un- 
derstood the laws of nature and the principles 
of evidence. The Christiaus bad a new ideal of 
human life and duty in them, which was to re 
generate the whole race of mankind. It was 
thus fit and right that thev should work together 
against a wretch who understood nothing but 
hutnan folly and the art of playing upon it, and 
against the gulls and idiots who were ready to 
swallow any absurdity which surprised or flat- 
tered them. a 


The Epicureans were Alexander's most dan- 
gerous enemies; for they had friends in the 
higner circles of society. Amestris, between 
Abonotichius and the Bosphorus, was the seat 
of the Provinela! Administration. Lepidus, the 
Roman Propretor, was aman of sense and cult- 
ure. The town took its intellectual tone from 
him, and was unfavorable to the propbet’s pre- 
tensions. ingenious tricks bad been played 
upon him from that quarter with too much suc- 
cess; and he bad been driven to announce that 
for the future no inquiries sent from Amestris 
would be entertained. Some mockeries had fol- 
lowed. Alexander could not afford to let the 
public enthusiasm coo!, and mistakes for the 
future must be avuided. Esculapius had 
biberto communicated with his wor- 
shivers in writ na. Woen he uttered 
sounds, it was in private to the prophet. To 
silence doubt, the serpent was pow 

TO BB HEARD DIRBCTLY SPEAKING. 

A tube was fitted through which articulate 
noises could be made to issue from the snake’s 
mouth with the help of a confederate bebind 
the curtain. Select visitors only were admitted 
to this especially sacred performance, and a 
bich price had to be paid for it. But ‘he experi- 
ment was tried with perféét success; and the 
method was found to have its conveniences. 
The word-of-mouth oracles Were taken down 
and were given after ways to the world; but, if 
mistakes had been made, they could be altered 
before publication. An dent of the kind 
happened shortly after Mich might have been 
disastrous if the origi practice had been fol- 
lowed, but which Alegander was abie to turn 
into a brilliant success 

Severian, a Roman General, bad been sent by 
the Emperor Verus to invade Armenia. He 
ealled at Abonotichas on his way to learn if be 
was likely to succeed, and A€sculapius encour- 
aged him with h.s own lips in bad Homeric 
verse. He had told Severian that he would sub- 
due the Armenians, and return in giory to Rome 
with the bay wreath on bis temples and wearing 
the golden cirtiet of Apollo. Severian, whether 
he believed Aisculapius or not, went bis way, 
lost his army, and was himself killed. The 
oracle was imediately reve:sed. The line which 
appeared in the published record was: Gu not 
against the Armenians, where death anda 
disaster await thee.““ Thus out of the net- 
tle danger Alexander had plucked 
flower safety.“ The death of Severian was ex- 
plained by his negiect ur defiance of the warn- 
ing. In another way, too, he showed his pru- 
aence. He made friends at the rival 
Monopolies, be knew, were ofioas and danger- 
ous. If Asculapius spoke through him, Apollo 
spoke pow and then elsewhere. He would somé- 
times tell a patient that be had no message for 
him, and that he must go for advice to Claros 
or to the cave of the Branchida@. 

Thus he continued to baffle his detractors, 
and to rise from glory to glory. His fame 
reached the Imperial Court, and to consult 
Alexander became the fashion in high Roman 
society. Ladies of rank, men of business, in- 
triguing Geverats or Senators, took into thelr 
counsels the prophet of Abonotichbus. Some 
who had perilous political schemes on hand 
were rash enough to 


COMMIT THEIR SECRETS TO PAPER, 


and to send them, under the protection of their 
seals, for the opinion of A¢sculapius. The 
prophet, when he discovered matter of this kind, 
kept the packets by bim without returning 
them. He thus held the writers in his power, 
and made them feel that their lives were in his 
hands. 


And there were othersin high position, men 
of thought whowere waiting for some kind of 
revelation, that sought him out from purer 
motives. Rutilian, a Senator, in favor with 
the Emperor, a man of ability, who had 
passed Ins life in the public service, and 
still held an important office, adopted 
Alexander for bis spiritual father. 
Rutilian was a Pythagorean of most devout 
temperament, assiduous in prayers to the In- 
visible Being or Beings of whose existence he 
was assured. When he heard that A’sculapius 
had come into the world, he had alreadv a pre- 
disposition to believe, and was prevented only 
by public duties from flying to learn if the news 
was true. He could not goto Pontus himeelf, 
but he sent friends on whom he could rely, and 
whose temperament resemoied bis own. The 
majestic appearance of the prophet, the inspired 
é\es, the rich, sweet voice, awed them into im- 
mediate conviction. They were shown wonders, 
but they bad believed before they had seen, and 
they returned to Rome to exaggerate what they 
had witnessed. Rutilian, receiving their report 
into his own eager imagination, brought 
it out of the crucible again transfigured 
yet more gioriously. He wes a man of known 
piety and veracity, incapable of conscious false- 
hood, true and just in all his dealings. Aston- 
isoed Rome could not yet wholly surrender 
itself. Officers of the Imperial household has- 
teued over to see with their own eyes. It bad 
not occurred to them that they might see things 
which they could not explain, yet that what they 
saw might be no more than a trick. Men with- 
out sclentific training who trust their own judg- 
ment in such matiers are the natural prey of 
charlatans. ‘Lhese gentiemen came to Abouot- 
ichus. They were received with the highest 
honors. Alexander displayed his miracles to 
them, made them handsome presents, and sent 
them home open-mouthed to glorify Asca- 
lapius and his prophet in the fullest confidence 
that they Were speaking nothing but the truth. 
Rutilian was tnumpbant. He was now either 
relieved from office, or he obtained leave of ab- 
sence, and at last was able to throw himself in 
person at the apostie’s feet. He was 60 years 
old at the time when the acquaintance began. 
His wife was dead, and he had one only son. 
The first question which be asked Alexander 
was about his boy’s education. Alexander 
told him that his teachers were to be Pythagoras 
and Homer. The child died, and went to his 
tutors in Hades; and the prophet at the first 
step had given a

Selene, the Moon, person- 
ated by the beautiful wife of an officer of 
the Imperial court, who was the prophet’s mis- 
tress, descended upon him from the roof and 
covered him with kisses, the husbind looking 
ou, delighted with the bonor whien had fallen 
upon him. 

in the final scene, Alexander reappeared in 
his priestiy dress. A bymno was sung to the 
snake, the eongregation accéfapanying or re- 
sponding. The choir then formed into a circle 
and went through a mystic daace, the prophet 
standing in the centre. 

The miraculous birth of Alex onder, after be- 
ing thus apnouneed, was made into an 
article of faith, which the disciples were 
bound to receive. A difficulty arose 
which had not been foreseen. If

The 
believers shrieked, and Lucian would have been 
strangled but for his guard. Alexander, how- 
ever, to his surprise and real admiration, bore 
the pain manfuliy. He told his friends that be 
and bis god had tamed ruder spirits than Lu- 
cian’s; he bade them all retire, and leave him 
and his visitor together. 

When they were alone, he asked Lucian 
quietly why a person whose acquaintance he had 
valued was determined to be his enemy. 
Calmness is always agreeable. Lucian never 
doubted for a moment Alex inder's real charac- 
ter. but the det interested him in spite of 
Himself. That he might study bim at leisure, 
he acce his opvertures, and even entered 
into some kind of intimacy with nim. He 
staid for some days at Abonoticnus. The wor- 
shipers were astonished to find an open blas- 
phemer admitted to confidential intercourse 
with their chief. And Alexander undoubtedly 
succeeded, if not in disarming his guest’s sus- 
picions, yet in softening the vehemence of his 
dislike. He was so clever, so well in- 
formed, apparentiy so frank and open, that, 
as Lucian said, he would have taken in Epi- 
curus himself. The search for evidence against 
him was dropped, the Governor’s guard was 
sent home, and Lucian after a prolonged visit 
accepted an offer from Alexander to send him 
by water to the Bosphorus. The prophet placed 
at his disposition ove of his finest vessels, saw 
him on board, loaded him with presents, and so 
dismissed bim. * | : 

Keener-wittéd man than Lucian was not alive 
on earth; vet his wit had not saved him from 
being to some extent deceived, ahd he had a 
near egeahe * paylhg with bis life for his ¢redu- 
lity.

Cyprian paradise. His reputation being 
so well established, the privilege. of admission 
to the temple rites Was e1igefiv sought after. 
Che oracle, meanwhile, was active as ever, and 
now and then by its mistakes 
PRODUCED FRIGHTFUL INJUSTICE. 

A Paphlagonian gentleman had sent his son to 
be educated at Alexandria. 
an expedition up the Nile, where he fell in with 
some merchants on their war to the Red Sea 
and India. Curiosity led him to accompany 
them; and his household in the city, who had 
charge of him. alter waiting for a whit and 
ode that he did not come back, concluded 
that he bad been drowned in the river, and re- 
turned to Papblagonia with the news that 
the boy was dead. The father consulted 
the seer of Abonotiebus. Alexander in- 
formed him that hit son had deen 
made away with by the Servants. The Roman 
Governor was appealed to. The word of Alex- 
ander, supported as he was by Rutilian, was 
conciusive, and the unfortunate wretches were 
tarowu to the wild beasts. Soon alter, the boy 
appeared, none the worse for his journey; and 
an indignant friend of the family went to Abo- 
notichus to expose the impostor before nis wor- 
Uniortunately, a superstition once es- 
tablished is proof against commonplace evi- 
dence. Alexander only answered by teliing the 
congregation to stone the blasphemer, who was 
rescued when nearly dead by the interposition 
of a casual traveler. 

Auother adventure into which he fell might 
have been more dangerous, The war of 
Marcus Aurelius with the Marcomanni 
was the occasion of the celebrated story 
Christian ..mythology..of the Thun- 
gion. It is.difficult, and even im- 
possible, to reconcile the account of the war in 
the Christian legend with Lueian’s description 
of it; bus Lucian was alivé at the time, ana

[his catastrophe tried the faith even of Ru- 
tilian. Alexander, however, toid him that the 
gods had foretoid a victorr, but had not allowed 
him to know on which side the victory would 
be. Rutiiien resisted temptation, and continued 
to believe. 

AFFAIRS, HOWEVER, HAD BECOME SERIOUS, 
when such a mao was allowed to play with the 
interests of the Empire. Intelligent Romans 
went to Abonotichus to make ‘nquiries, and 
were 80 troublesome that Esculapius had 
to interfere. When a stranger arrived, the 
god decided whether be was to de 
admitted to reside in the town. A 
suspicious Visitor was ordered to depart under 
penalties. At last, as a public warning against 
the dangerous spirit of skepticism, Alexander 
burnt a copy of the writings of Epicurus in the 
market square, and threw the ashes into the 
sea. Lepidus ot Amestris. the Roman Governor, 
made another effort. The prophet was on bis 
guard against laymen; but a. priest, it was 
thought, might be more fortunate. A priest 


‘was sent, but uniuckily the priest was a tool 


and gave Alexandera new triumoh. He was 
granted an interview with the sweet one,“ 
and a conversation followed which Lucian saw 
hung up in a temple at Lium, written in letters 
of gold: 

Priest—Tell me, Lord Glycon, who art thou? 

Glycon—I am the young Aeculapius, the second 
and not the first. This is a mystery, which may 
not be revealed. 

Priest— How long wilt thou remain with us? 

Glycon—My time isa thousand years and three. 
Then 1 go to the East to the barbarians. They also 
must hear my word. 

Priest—W hat wilt become of me after this life? 

Giycon—Firet thou wilt bea camel, and then a 
prophet like Alexander. 

The dialog ended with a curse on Lepidus for 
his inqutsitiveness and uobelief. 

O ner means failing, the adventure was next 
undertaken by Lucian himself. Lucian was a 
friend of Rutilian. He had many times remon- 
strated with him. He had endeavored to pre- 
vent his marriage. He had protested acainst 
the countenance which Rutilian was lending to 
a lying rogue. Rutillan pitied Lucian’s hard- 
ness of heart. and perhaps advised him to go 
to Abonotichus and examine for himself. 
Luclan at any rate went. Rutilian’s 
friendship secured bim respectful treat- 
ment. Alexander received bini with extreme 
courtesy, and be admits that the prophet’s man- 
ners and appearacce surprised and struck him. 

BUT LUCIAN WAS FORTIFIED 

with a conviction that ali pretenders to suner- 
natural powers were enthusiasts or impostors; 
that miracles had never been and could pot be. 
He tried Eeculapius with unusual questions. 
He asked him first if the proobet wore false 
hair. He sealed his envelope so skillfully that 
it could not be opened, and he received an 
answer la au“ unknown tongue.“ He discovered 
next that the prophet had been sound- 
ing his valet as to LTwugian’s object 
in coming to him. The valet was 
faithful, and Lucian bade bim tell Alexander 
that he was suffering from 4 pain in his side. 
He then wrote ou two slips of paper, “ What 
was the birtnplace of Homer!“ tnclosed them in 
two packets, and sealed tnem as before. The 
valet informed the prophet that one referred to 
the pain, and that the ober was tg ask whether 
his master sbould return to Italy Jy land or sea. 
The replies were first an advice to try Alex- 
ander’s plaster, secondly an intimation that 
a voyage would prove — 42 These exper- 
iments would have been enough for Lucian 
but his object was rather to convince his friend 
thao himself, and he tried again. 

This time he wrote, When will the villain- 
ies of Alexander be exposed?’’ At the back of

LUCIAN WAS LANDED IN BITHYNIA. 


He was a person of considerable public in- 
fluence: He had powerful friends iu the prov- 
ince and at Rome, He was looked on favorabiy 
by Mateus Aurelius himself. He laid his story 
before the Governor, not Levidus, but another. 
and Lucian, if any one, might be assured that 
what he said would receive attention. But in 
an era Of belief, reason aud fact are powerless; 
the Governor told him that it be could convict 
Alexander on the clearest evidence it would be 
iin possible to punish him. Prophet he was in the 
ooinion of the whole country, and prophet 
be would remain. Luciano was as little suc- 
cessful as his predecessors, and bis 
interference bas gained him nothing exceot 
materials for the singular account which he has 
left behind. Rutilian was abandoned to fate 
and to pe daughter of the Moon, and the 
glories of the prophet of Abonotichus were es- 
tablished above the reach of calumny. The 
The 
name of his town was changed. Coins were 
one’s’’ iace on one side and Alexander's on the 
other. He lived to be an old mon, and died 
with his fame undimmed and the belief in him 
unavated. What became of the snake, history 
omits to tell. 

the superstition did not break in pieces at 
once. ‘The oracle continued to prophesy after 
Alexander's death, aud there was a com petition 
among the disciples as to which of tem was to 
succeed him. the favorite candidate was ag old 
physiean, who, Lucian says, ough not to have 
been found in such — ‘he dispute was 
referred at last to Rutillau, who decided that no 


‘sucvessor Was needed. Alexander was not dead, 


but was tratisiated merely intoa better world, 
from whieh he still watched over his faithful 
tollowers. a 

So ends this singular story, valusdle for the 
light which it throws on acritical epoch in 
human bistory, and especially on the disposition 
of the people among whom Paul and Barnabas 
were taken for gods, and among whom Paul 
founded his seven churches. The apocryphal 
gospels breathe a spirit to the full as credulous 
as the story of the incarnation of Givcon at 
Abonotichus; with this essential and enormous 
difference, bowever, that the credulity of the 
Christians was dominatea by conscience, and 
they detected a polluted impostor with as sure 
an instinct as che most cultivated Epicurean.

This action is supple- 
mentary to that of the week previous, when he 
was invited to become their pastor for a year. 


The minutes of the Michigan Congregational

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION IN BELGIUM. 


There is a singular but instructive contest 
ben ling ic Belgium between the Catholic clergy 
and the State. The Liberals, baving now a ma 
jority in the Parliament, have determined to 
take the public schools out of the hands of the 
priests, who, since 1842, have had complete com 
trol of them. Under the law recently passed 
religious instruction is to be given in the schools 
at acertain hour, by priests, to those chiidreg 
whose parents shall call for it, but beyond thig 
the clergy is to have nothing to say in the man- 
agement. The Bithops, however, have not only 
forbidden the eures to give such instruction, but 
have directed them to refuse the sacraments to 
any teacher who attempts to supply their plaeg 
by teaching the children the catechism. It 10 
reporied hat in some dioceses the Bisbops have 
gone still far her, and have directed that abso- 
iution sball be denied to all masters of prim 
schools serving under the new law, and to both 
the teachers and pupils of he normal schools, 
This réport is not 2 authenticated, 
but the Ultramontane papers have not as yet 
denied it. ‘the affair is useful, as showing what 
the Catholic clergy will do when the circum- 
stances are favorable, and how thoroughly con- 
ditional their liberalism is apt to be.—New York 
Nation. 

NEW CATHOLIC CHURCH IN ROME. 

A correspondent at Rome, writing under date 
of Aug. 18, says: Rather a novel sight, the lay- 
ing of the toundation-stone of a new Roman 
Catholic church, was witnessed in Rome yester- 
day, the feast of 8. Gioacchino, the festa of 
Pope Leo XIII. Except tor the church built by 
Father Douglas behind S. Maria Maggiore, it 
must be some hundreds of years since a church 
foundation-stone was laid in Rome—i. e., of the 
Roman faith; for many churches of o her de- 
nominations have sprung up since 1870. Al 
though Rome has already 300 churches, there is 
some reason ior this new one, tor all the 
churches of Rome are built in the old town,— 
the only occupied part until the ttaliane came 


in; and eso the new districts which have sprung 


up, esvecially the one beyond the railway sta- 
tion, Maccao as it is called, find themselves a 
long war irom any church. This new church is 

just in that district, a little way down the road 
eading to S. Lorenzo, and facing the railway 

station. The architect is Signor Vespignani, 
and, judging from the plan traced on the 
ground, it will be of the basilica shape, but decid- 
edly small.

THE FASHIONS, 
WRAPS. 

Sacques, coats, and jackets are again import- 
ed for piain wraps, while more dressy garments 
are of the various mantie shapes. The cloths 
used for fall and winter wraps are very similar 
to those chosen for gentlemen’s coats; they are 
not smooth broadcloth, nor are they lustrous; 
they are beavily woven in large diagonals, twills, 
or in basket squares, or else in stripes, small 
blocks, and cheeks, and there are also camel's- 
hair cloths with closely-woven twilis and fleecy 
lining. All these cloths are verw soft and flexi- 
ble, thougb sometimes nearly an inch m thick- 
ness, and most of them have the long fleece 
lining just mentioned. They are used in black 
and drab more than anv other volor, but may 
also be had in bronze, seal, blue, invisible gree, 
and very dark wine-colors. Next in favor come 
the Sicilienne wraps and the new fabric called 
Ottoman velours, which is really a revival of an 
old-fashioned cloth. This has beavily woven 
reps across the cloth, as conspicuously large as 
those of the terry reps used for upholetering 
furniture. This is used for borders, pelerine 
collars, vests, and alternate gores of garments 
that are made of the smaller repped Sicilienne. 
Uncut velvet is also used for similar trimmings, 
and this, with other influences, points to the 
general revival of repped and corded stuffs. 

The coats and — * are of medium length, 
covering the hips well, and are either closely 
fitted or else so slightly loose that the outline 
of the figure is closely followed. The back bas 
three seams, with the side forms beginning usu- 
ally in the armhole. The fronts have one or 
two darts, rding to the shape of the garment, 
and may be s@igie-breasted or else doubled to 
fasten from one to three buttons, and cut awa 
below the waist line, or else it may for warmt 
be doubled its entire length. The collar and 
the tabs at the back have the tailor-like finish 
seen on gentlemen’s coats. There are, however, 
long yee pe that have no masculine appear- 
ance, and are richly trimmed with the new rav- 
eled fringes, with many rows of satin piping, 
and with velvet set out in bi that alternate 
with blocks formed of overlapping rows of satin 
piping. Still others are trimmed with rows of 
beaded braid, or of passementerie with straight 
edges like galloon; and on other jackets there 
is a vest, collar, and borders of Ottoman veiours 
very heavily reoped, or else of uncut velvet. 
The vlan of sewing near ther six or seven 
rows of braid that is an inch wide is 
aon retained for of figured 


The more dressy mantles haye some new fea- 


kee, which has been 
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upper cape, is seen agaio in new 
The dressiest of these wraps have 
long mantilla fronts that would be square across 
the bottom if they were not caught together and 
tied by ribbon ends, or else held bya passemen- 
terie tassel. Sometimes the sides of the cape 
have asleeve effect, though the 
Dolman shape is avoided. 
capes are confined to the sides, stopping with 
the side form seams that extend over the sboul- 
ders, and one of the fancies seen in Worth’s 
germents is that of omitting the middle seam of 
the back altogether. Still others have the mid- 
dle forms of the back trimmed across witb stitch- 
ing in rows and fringe to make believe that the 
upper cape is continued there. These garments 
are shown in thick yet flexibie camel’s-bair 
cloth, with a pelerine of velvet, a velvet border, 


and very heavy fringe, or else thev are of striped 


black cloth, one half-incti twilled stripe alter- 
nating with a smooth stripe of the same width, 
— for pelerine and trimming Ottoman veiours 


Ine papier mantle is, perhaps, most dressy of 
all. This comes in fine soft camel’s-bair, in black 
or bronze satin, and in velvet that is partly plain 
and partly figured, and the trimmings are 
feather ruches, raveled fringes, jet passemen- 
terie. jet orandenbourgs, jet rosets, and fringe, 
and for a few of the showiest garments the gay 
many-colored Cashmere beads are used in gal- 
loon, fringe, or rosets. This panier mantle bas 
the fronts cut longer than the back, and laid in 
full gathers or folds on the bips to meet the 
side form-seams of the back, where each seam is 
ornamented by a gay roset with tassel drops. 
Later in the season fur borders will trim these 
rich cloaks. 

Similar wraps are made of ecru and drab cam- 
el’s-hair cloth for carriage use and for evening 
wear. These are made gay by borders of cam- 
e!’s-hair shawls being used fortrimming. There 
are also imported opera cloaks made entirely of 
the palm-tigured ludia Cashmeres that form the 
centres of shawls, and, instead of the usual 
border for trimmings, these are finished with 
ruches made of peacock’s feathers. Cords and 
heavy tassels, also rosets and brandenbourgs, 
are then used of ali the gay colors combined in 
the paim figures. Cardinai red, old gold. and 
gendarme-biue satins softly quilted are chosen 
for the linings of black satin, velvet, and cam- 
el's-hair cluaks. There are also borders, cuffs, 
capes, and collars made of dark cloth, plush, or 
satin embroidered with briMdant Cashmere colors 
and much gold thread, also tinsel, beads, and 
spangles; these are used on the sorties du bal 
and very elegant carriage cloaks.

REBATES. 


Information for All Who Have Paid 
Special Assessments. 


Let Them Oall and See if Anything Is 
Due Them. 


The Mayor has within the last fewdays caused 
the records to be searched with a view to ascer- 
taining to whom rebates are due for special as- 
sessments for local improvements, going back 
before the fire of 1871. It has been found im- 
possible to give the names of owners of lots to 
whom rebates are coming, or even the numbers 
of the lots, from the fact that many have already

more are on the eve of opening. Very 
likely some of them will fail; the 
success Of those already going will tempt others 
into the field and the thing will be overdone. 
Then on the East Side we find Hamlin trying 
gradually to push the variety element from his 
stage, and starting a dramatic company who 
will appear in standard plays. With the excep- 
tion of the last-mentioned house the prices of 
admission to the houses we have named range 
from 10 cents to 2% cents. 

There is a general idea prevailing among peo- 
ple who attend the higher-priced theatres that 
the attractions at these cheap houses are of a 
vulgar character, and that their patrons are 
drawa from the vilest orders. This is a mis- 
take. The people who patronize them are gen- 
erally the very people: who have for years 
supported the variety stage,—the hard-working 
classes; the plays invariably are of a healthy 
character, and the players are those who, hav- 
ing become disgusted with the wretched life of 
the average traveling actor and actress, are will- 
ing to accept small salaries, in the hope of es- 

the annoyances and the uncertainties of a 
traveling existence. 

The fact that that very class who so liberally 

tronized the variety stage are now supporting 
— cheap theatres, is an indication, as already 
remarked, that the legitimate is gradually kill- 
ing variety. and there is nothing in this but 
what is absolutely natural, and what must come 
sooner or later. The inanity of song-and-dance 
could not last forever. Men playing tunes on 
an oyster-can. or women lifting 500 pounds 
of iron with their teeth, are prodigies 
at first, but the novelty of the thing wears off. 
The ingenuity of the one and tne backbone of 
the other ma be wondered at when first heard 
or seen, but we soon tire of both. A decided 
reaton for the decay of varietv can be found in 
the intellectual calibre of its votarics. Few of 
them possess the slightest inven*ive faculty. 
The serio-comic singer comes on with the same 
smirk, gives the regulation skip during her 
ditty, and exits-in precisely the way she did 
rears ago. With the same old step and the 
same immobility of .countenance,—as if his 
brains. bad run into his heels,—the clog-dapcer 
cuts his figures, and the same old acts and 
fa with the antique jokes, are presented 
and the songs, as a general thing, are as stupi 
as they ever were. Nearly every serio-comic we 
have seen for the last year or two has a 
rehash of popular airs. None ‘ever fail 
to luge in a ſubilee strain or give an imitation of 
the ney business. The audiences yawn, 
but the artists don’t see the yawo. They 
pever for one moment imagine that their selec- 
tions have become stale as fish caught a month 

but keep shoving them at the customers as 

they were freshly captured. 

Ot course there will always be an opening in a 
city like Chicago for one or two good variety 
theatres, but even in them and throughout the 
country variety ormers will have to show a 
little more originality than theo now in order 
4 keep even their present bold upon the pub-

NEW YORK. 
PROPITIOUS OPERING IN GOTHAM. 
Special Oorrespondence of The Tribune. 

New York, Seot. 11.—We are to have eleven 
first-class theatres in New York this winter, and 
nine of them are already running to better ag- 
gregate business than bas been seen in Gotham 
for many a day. The trayeling combivations 
from this end of the line are also pretty well 
vuder way, and, as Len Grover’s Boarding- 
House Company is making money, I suppose all 
of them ere becoming wealthy. No season 
within my recollection bas begun with such 
brightness as this. Why, every theatre now 
open in New York is playing to what, at the 
end of last spring, would have been advertised 
by every one of them as phenomena! houses. 
John Raymond was the first chap to strike the 
bonanza here this season, and he has been glv- 
ing dinners and matching $20 gold pieces ever 
since with aregularity thatspeaks in stento- 
rian tones of his revived financial solidity. 

That Wolfert’s Rost“ should have devel- 
oped into a financial success has been a surprise 
to everybody this way. Even Raymond was 
very dubious about it at first. But, when the 
houses began to jump upward, you ought to 
have seen the corners of John’s mouth curl 
toward his eyebrows. He now believes the 
piece will make more money for bim than Co’. 
Se lers did. If it does, he is in luck: fora 
moderately diffident chap wouldn’t be likeiy to 
expect more than one grin like that from For- 
tune in the course of a lifetime. It was exceed- 
ingly wise of Raymond to make Rowe rewriie 
the last act very thoroughly. It was a very flat 
piece of work before—fiatter than stale lager. 
But now it runs along with smoothness and in- 
terest. The present company will not stay with 
Raymond during bis trip through the country. 
They are to be replaced by players who are less 
hefty in regard to salaries. Kate Forsythe, 
who, next to John, has made the bit of the 
piece, joins MeCullough as leading lady at the 
end of ber New York engagement. The rest of 
the people scatter about, bere and there. 

You have heard already that 

BOUCICAULT’S NEW. THEATRE 

was openéd last Thursday night; that it is the 
handsomest playhouse in America; that Res- 
cued“ caught the people, but inflamed tne 
critics; that the piece has been playing to $1,200 
houses ever since; that John Clayton, the new 
English leading man, has made a 
great hit; that the company collectively 
was successful beyond anybodv’s anticipation; 
and that,—in fact, vou've heard all about it. 
Nobody would recognize the Booth’s Theatre 
of the present as the dreary sarcophagus it used 
to be. In place of the grim and sombre tints of 
times gone by there is everywhere a blaze of 
gold set off with maroon and gray. The im- 
mense proscenium arch looks like a great gilded 
frame, and a colored copv, ten feet bigh, of the 
engraving called Comedie Humaine,” sus- 
pended from the top of the arch, cuts off some 
of the hight which used to offend the eye with 
grim suggestions of gravestones. The green 
curtain is the only dark-tinted thing about the 
establishment. All the rest is brilliant and 
lively in hue. The surroundings used to de- 
press; they are cheering now. And, if the lie- 
eried pages who serve soda-water between the 
acts can only be broken in to do the proper 
thing when a fellow says, Give me the same,“ 
ail will be as lovely ds possible around there. 
„ Rescued “ 18 a play that goes right home to 
the mass of theatre-patrons. Actors don’t 
like it, and dlase critics say it is not a 
good piece. But, so long as it pleases that 
class which pays its money for tickets, 
i don’t think Boucicault is likely to be 
very sorry that the deadbeads object 
to it. He is probably running Booth’s for a 
strictiv financial object, and he is goiag to be 
satisfied so long as that object is attained. It 
is jolly good sport to watch the newspapers in 
New York. Boucicault began his campaign by 
asserting that he should only advertise in four 
dailies,—two morning and two evening. And 
the war he has been gone for by the others is 
quite refreshing to observe. The Word, for 
instance, which never pitched into anything be- 
fore under any pretext, gave Booth’s ajtremend- 
ous drumming. The theatre does not adver- 
tise with the World. The Jribune is entirely 
silent. Boucicault does not advertise in the 
Tribune. Such coincidences are inst uctire. 

John Clayton has made a most pronounced 
hit. He isa man whose physique is much like 
that of Charley Thorne, although the resem- 
blance ends there. layton has. no false 
pride in regard to his personal appearance,— 
that is apparent. He wears the most 
atrociously unbecoming suit of green clothes, 
and adorns his feet with a pair of the clumsiest 
variety of hob-naii shoes, without thought of 
the effect produced, and merely because they 
are aporopriate to the character. That is the 
sort of regard for art which New York leading 
men have been lacking in for a good 
many years. And it is likely to be ap- 
preciated now. Clayton is a manly and 
robust actor, whose w s0 far as it has been 
seen, is very effective.

The 
last prominent work of his lite was the organi- 
zation and drill of the Church Choir Pinafore” 
Company, under the anspices of Messrs. Curry 
and Finney, which subsequently passed into the 
hands of Mr. Haverly. He conducted the very 
successful performances which were given here, 
but did not travel with the troupe, Mr. Louis 
Falk taking bis place. 

Mr. Creswold’s life was a busy one. He 
had very decided rousical capabilities, was as- 
sociated with manvof the professional mu- 
sicians on the stage, and gave himself to the 
pursuit of his art with an enthusiasm and in- 
dustry which extended his reputation far be- 
yond local bounds. The death ot ons so promi- 
nently identified with music in our midst, both 


secular and religious, for so many years, cannot 
but leave a vacancy in the ranks of our mu- 


-sicians that will arouse general regret, and ex- 


press itself in the warmest and most cordial 
sympathy with the widow and the two children 
who are left behind to mourn his loss. Mr. 
Creswold was 35 years of age.

Carrier-Pigeons as Weather.Messengers. 

In the current number of Vatureisa sugees- 
tion for using carrier-pigeous as weather-mes- 
sengers. The proposal is that outward-bound 
vessels shall take with them carrier-pigeons, to 
be sent back at such points as may be deter- 
mined on, bearing with them the report of ob- 
servations likely to be useful at home. The 
storms in the latitude of England rarely attain 
a rate of thirty miles an hour, and sometimes 
do not exceed fifteen miles.
